A  number  of  Comrades  were  in  waiting  and  invited  to  take 
seats  with  the  delegates  to  hear  the  reports  read. 

Mrs.  Flora  C.  Hedges,  of  Corps  71,  made  a  welcome  address 
as  follows: 

"It  is  with  pleasure  we  welcome  you,  because  it  is  a  pleasure 
to  look  into  your  happy  faces.  This  Convention  is  now  entering 
its  eleventh  year,  being  the  ninth  year  for  Corps  71,  in  Newton, 
and  in  looking  back  pleasant  memories  arise.  As  you  devise 
future  plans,  during  your  three  days  deliberations,  may  you  have 
j)rudence  and  wisdom;  sacrificing  personal  wishes  for  the  good 
of  the  order.  I  extend  to  you  the  greetings  of  Corps  No.  71, 
and  a  hearty  welcome  to  our  hearts,  our  homes,  and  our  firesides. 
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Welcome,  thrice  welcome,  to  the  beautiful  city  of  Newton." 

The  Department  President  responded  as  follows: 
Mrs.  Hedges,  and  Members  of  Judson   Kilpatrick   Relief  Corps 
No.  71 : 

In  behalf  of  the  Tenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  Department  of  Kansas,  I  thank  you  for  your  cor- 
dial welcome.  In  every  pleasant  word,  in  every  warm  hand 
clasp  we  have  received  since  coming  among  you,  we  have  felt  the 
welcome  which  you  now  express  to  us  in  words.  We  hope  to  de- 
rive some  benefit  from  the  interchange  of  thoughts,  the  discus- 
sion of  plans  and  methods;  and  we  trust  your  wishes  for  a 
harmonious  transaction  of  business  may  be  granted.  We  know 
we  shall  carry  home  with  us  pleasant  memories  of  our  visit  among 
you.     Again,  on  behalf  of  the  Convention  I  thank  you."

Department  Commander  Bernard  Kelley,  accompanied  by 
Comrade  A.  J.  Georgia,  came  to  invite  the   convention    to   the 
opera  house  at  2  p.  m.  to  take  part  in  the  public  reception  given 
by  the  citizens  of  Newton. 

Commander  Kelly  further  said: 

"I  usually  come  to  see  you  often,  but  this  year  precludes 
the  pleasure,  as  I  have  just  finished  our  council  meeting  and 
have  matters  to  put  in  shape  before  2  p.  m.  Your  Chaplain 
speaks  of  71)  deaths;  contrast  that  with  the  Grand  Army,  which 
has  had  nearly  300.  This  year  has  been  one  of  struggle;  so 
many  difficulties  to  retard  growth;  crop  failures;  opening  of  the 
Strip;    the   World's  Fair;    hostility  of    those    in    authority  that 
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menaced  the  Grand  Army.  The  great  government  of  the  United 
States  only  saw  retrenchment  in  one  way — by  robbing  soldiers. 
The  past  year  has  been  delightful  and  pleasant  to  me,  and 
I  have  given  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  every  encouragement 
possible  to  bestow.  I  have  seen  your  enlarged  usefulness  and 
how  your  President  has  worthily  represented  you  at  Grand  Army 
meetings;  and  no  organization  has  more  of  our  respect,  love,  es- 
teem and  affection  than  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  I  gave  per- 
mission to  put  one  item  in  my  annual  report:  that  when  one 
Post  asked  to  solicit  funds  for  a  Comrade,  three-fourths  of  the 
amount  was  given  by  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  that  lifted  the 
clouds  and  made  his  closing  hours  happy.  I  rejoice  in  this  gath- 
ering, and  wish  you  a  thousand  fold  more  prosperity  than  in  the 
past.  I  am  not  afraid  of  the  women  of  this  country,  as  they  re- 
spect law  and  order  much  more  than  men;  and  we  need  you  in 
our  government.  I  have  endeavored  to  give  dignity  to  the  De- 
partment of  the  Grand  Army  the  past  year,  and  not  allow  it  to 
be  misrepresented  and  called  dead  beats,  and  bummers,  but  put 
it  on  the  top  shelf.  I  shall  always  be  glad  to  help  you,  and  not 
retire  into  silence  because  I  retire  from  office." 

The  Department  President  stated  that  she  was  glad  to  have 
Commander  Kelly  put  himself  on  record,  as  some  had  doubted 
his  loyalty  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  to  which  he  replied: 
"I  can  love  other  families,  but  my  own  the  best;  don't  be  small; 
be  broad  and  swallow  up  the  rest." 

Comrade  Georgia,  who  had  just  buried  his  wife,  a  staunch 
member  of  Corps  98,  said:  "It  is  a  pleasure  to  stand  before  you 
for  a  moment.  When  Kate  Sherwood  came  upon  the  platform 
in  Denver  in  1883  to  plead  for  a  place  for  women  to  work  for  the 
soldiers,  and  others  said  it  would  never  do,  it  would  disrupt  the 
Grand  Army,  I  said  I  was  not  afraid  of  the  women  whose  earnest 
determination  was  to  maintain  the  flag  under  which  we  marched." 
All  the  Comrades  then  retired,  and  Mrs.  Ellis  moved,  seconded 
by  Mrs.  E.  Drone,  that  the  Convention  adjourn  to  meet  at  4  p.  m. 
Motion  carried. 

The  Department  President  announced  that  the  Convention 
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would  meet  at  the  church  and  proceed  to  the  opera  house  in  a 
body. 

Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  4  p.  m. 
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To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Tenth  Annual  Convention 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Department  of  Kansas: 

"Time's  sea  has  cast  another  wave, 
And  rolled  the  past  year  to  its  erave, 
With  all  its  throbbing  hopes  and  fears 
'Tis  numbered  with  departed  years." 

These  Annual  Conventions  are  occasions  on  which  our  De- 
partment passes  in  review  disclosing  its  real  strength,  character 
and  condition,  which  stand  as  the  fruition  of  our  year's,  work. 
Herein  is  the  center  of  interest  to  the  ones  having  the  good  of 
the  order  at  heart. 

That  encouragement  which  inspires  a  renewal  of  activity 
comes  from  hopes  realized  and  results  anticipated.  These  hopes' 
and  anticipations  are  born  of  that  zeal  and  self  sacrifice  in  which 
our  Order  took  root,  and  developed  in  form  and  character.  Our 
Order  is  based  purely  upon  motives  and  principles  entirely  un- 
selfish and  impersonal  to  its  own  membership,  and  therefore,  as 
an  organization,  appeals  to  the  respect  and  higher  impulses  of 
charitable  and  patriotic  citizens. 

The  visions  and  dreams  of  the  founders  of  our  Order,  have 
been  eclipsed  by  the  luster  of  actual  accomplishments. 

"Efforts,  like  flowers,  may  wither  and  decay, 
and  yet  the  roots  perrenial  may  be." 

While  the  workers  may  be  forgotten,  their  works  do  live  af- 
ter them  to  bless,  lift  up  and  ameliorate  conditions. 

The  objects  of  our  Order  reaches  the  highest  conceptions  of 
duty  and  enlists  the  noblest  aspirations  of  mind  and  heart. 

High  above  all  other  names,  as  loving  God  best,  are  the 
names  of  those  who  love  their  fellow  men. 

Presenting  this  highest  challenge  for  God's  blessing,  and  the 
favor  of  men,  it  is  not* vain  to  say  that  our  existence,  growth  and 
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prosperity  are  but  the  natural  outgrowth  of  a  life  giving  princi- 
ple. 

''Ah.  how  skillful  grows  the  hand 

That  oheyeth  Love's  command! 
It  is  the  heart,  and  not  the  brain, 

That  to  the  highest  doth  attain. 
And  he  who  followeth  Love's  behest. 

Far  excelleth  all  the  rest." 

To-day  I  come  with  fraternal  greetings,  and  congratulate 
you  upon  the  favorable  auspices  under  which  we  assemble. 

It  is  my  happy  privilege  at  this  time  to  present  to  you  the 
Kansas  Department  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  splendid 
condition  in  all  of  its  branches  of  work. 

It  is  an  aggregation  of  as  loyal,  faithful,  and  intelligent  wo- 
men as  ever  enlisted  under  duty's  call  in  the  cause  of  right. 

While  with  much  trepidation  and  hesitancy  I  assumed  the 
duties  of  President  of  this  Department  one  year  ago,  my  mind 
and  heart  would  have  failed  to  yield  consent  had  I  then  seen  the 
drouth  and  the  demoralizing  influence  of  the  World's  Fair  and 
exit  to  the  Strip,  all  of  which  occurred  in  the  past  year. 

But  the  tendency  of  these  influences  to  distract  and  disinte- 
grate has  been  overcome  by  unfaltering  work  at  Headquarters, 
and  more  especially  the  effective  cooperation  of  our  loyal  mem- 
bership in  the  Corps. 

Our  banner  waves  from  the  ramparts  of  opposing  elements, 
and  proudly  bespeaks  the  high  position  we  continue  to  occupy  as 
a  Department  of  our  noble  Order. 

In  this  consummation  is  found  solace  and  compensation  for 
the  time,  interest,  anxiety,  and  unceasing  labor  which  have  been 
given. 

I  trust  that  the  wrork  of  this  Convention  may  be  character- 
ized for  its  harmony  and  careful  application  to  the  business  in- 
terests of  the  Department. 

EPITOME    OF    THE    YEAR'S    WORK. 

During  the  past  year  my  best  efforts  have  been  given  to  the 
strengthening  of  existing  Corps  by  arousing  them  from  indiffer- 
ence, and  bringing  them  into  lines  of  activity,  on  business  prin- 
ciples, both  in  the  conduct  of  routine  work  in  the  Corps,  and  in 
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business  with  Department  Headquarters. 

We  have  secured  the  reinstatement  of  suspended  Corps,  and 
succeeded  in  organizing  a  few  new  ones.  This  work  has  been  as 
satisfactory  as  could  be  reasonably  expected  under  existing  cir- 
cumstances. 

The  task  of  letter  writing  has  been  no  small  item.  I  have 
made  it  a  rule  to  answer  every  letter  received,  and  write  whenev- 
er I  felt  that  one  could  be  of  avail  for  good. 

I  believe  that  Corps  shoidd  be  made  to  feel  that  they  sustain 
close  relations  to  Headquarters,  and  have  claims  upon  warm, 
helpful  recognition  from  Department  officers. 

I  have  written  two  thousand  and  twenty-six  letters,  nine 
General  Orders,  one  Circular  Letter,  one  Memorial  Order,  and 
one  Christmas  Order. 

I  have  tried  to  make  my  Orders  helpful  in  the  way  of  cor- 
recting faulty  conduct  of  business,  and  suggestions  which  might 
secure  improvements  in  certain  respects,  all  of  which  have  been 
given  and  received  in  the  most  fraternal  spirit. 

I  have  sent  circular  letters,  and  in  very  many  instances  my 
letters  of  hand,  to  Commanders  of  Posts  having  no  Auxiliary,  in 
attempts  to  locate  Corps  at  these  places.  I  believe  these  efforts 
will  find  fruition  in  the  organization  of  many  new  Corps. 

Several  old  numbers  which  I  found  held  by  dead  Corps, 
have  been  given  to  new  ones,  in  the  efforts  to  keep  a  solid  Ros- 
ter. 

CAMP    FIRES    AND    REUNIONS. 

Believing  it  to  be  to  the  interest  of  our  Order  to  have  it  rep- 
resented at  assemblages  of  old  soldiers  and  their  friends,  I  availed 
myself  of  opportunities  to  appear  in  person  on  such  occasions, 
and  present  its  claims. 

I  visited  and  addressed  camp  fires  and  reunions  at  the  fol- 
lowing places,  viz:  Newton,  Beloit,  Topeka,  Goodland,  Mankato, 
Abiline,  Norton,  Hutchinson,  Atchison,  Manhattan,  Parsons,  Con- 
cordia, Clyde,  Phillipsburg  and  Agra. 

My  visit  to  the  State  Reunion  at  Hutchinson  was  a  pleasant 
one.  The  camp  fire  on  Wednesday  evening  was  under  the  au- 
spices of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  an  exceedingly  enjoya- 
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ble  time  was  had.  I  was  tendered  a  carriage  for  myself  and 
staff  for  the  grand  parade  which  took  place  on  Wednesday  fore- 
noon, but  it  was  kindly  declined  as  we  preferred  to  walk  with 
Corps  members  and  with  the  Comrades. 

NATIONAL    CONVENTION. 

Indianapolis  being  near  the  old  home  of  my  child  and  girl- 
hood, and  the  present  home  of  my  only  sister,  gave  additional 
interest  to  my  visit  to  the  National  Convention. 

I  there  visited  the  scene  where  my  father,  with  his  company, 
including  my  young  brother,  were  mustered  into  the  war,  and 
went  into  camp,  preparatory  to  the  long,  weary  marches  and 
bloody  battles  which  they  subsequently  engaged  in. 

The  reunion  of  the  20th  Indiana  Regiment  in  which  my 
father  and  his  company  enlisted  was  of  special  interest.  My 
heart  was  made  tender  with  kind  references  to  the  bravery  of  my 
father  and  brother  and  their  imprisonment  in  gloomy  Libby 
Prison,  where  my  brother  died. 

I  was  made  to  appreciate  a  membership  in  the  Woman's  Re- 
lief Corps,  whose  object  is  to  keep  green  the  memory  of  the  ser- 
vices they  so  bravely  participated  in. 

Kansas  Representatives  were  made  to  feel  proud  that  one  of 
their  number  presided  over  the  deliberations  of  that  Convention 
with  such  signal  ability  as  did  our    sister  Margaret  R.  Wickens. 

The  report  of  our  Delegate  at  Large  will  interest  you  with 
a  detailed  account  of  the  Convention  work. 

MEMORIAL    DAY. 

The  reverence  in  which  a  grateful  nation  bows  on  our  Me- 
morial Day  becomes  more  holy  each  succeeding  year. 

The  sad,  sweet  ceremonies  participated  in  by  a  nation  on 
this  day,  teaches  the  lesson  of  love,  patriotism,  and  ascendancy 
of  right. 

In  answer  to  an  invitation  received  from  the  Corps  at  Good- 
land,  I  spent  Memorial  Day  in  that  city,  where  it  was  admirably 
observed. 

There  is  too  much  neglect  in  reporting  the  observance  of 
this  day  to  our  Department  Chaplain,  who  should  be  able  to  re- 
port such  action  by  every  Corps.     This  item  of  the  Chaplain's 
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report  will  be  awaited  with  interest. 

CORPS    INSPECTIONS. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  inspecting  the  Corps  at  Manhattan, 
Jewell  City  and  Courtland,  where  I  was  most  kindly  received 
and  treated. 

In  my  visiting  over  the  Department  I  found  that  great  care- 
lessness has  been  given  to  Corps  Inspections:  too  often  they  are 
held  by  parties  not  competent,  and  too  often  treated  indifferently 
by  members  who  are  able  to  make  it  more  thorough. 

To  make  these  inspections  subserve  their  intended  purposes, 
they  shoidd  be  conducted  by  those  who  will  require  the  Corps  to 
exemplify  the  entire  ritual  work. 

The  examination  of  books  and  files  should  be  with  a  reference 
to  suggesting  improvements  where  needed,  as  well  as  to  simply 
ascertain  the  Corps  grade.  In  other  words  the  Inspector  should 
be  an  instructor. 

I  refer  this  matter  to  the  Convention  with  a  recommendation 
that  a  careful  consideration  be  given  it  in  the  attempt  to  devise 
some  means  to  secure  more  thorough  Corps  inspections. 

INSTALLATION    OF    CORPS. 

In  response  to  invitations  kindly  extended  to  me  I  had  the 
honor  of  installing  the  officers  of  Corps  at  the  following  places: 
Courtland,  Wichita,  Hutchinson,  Concordia,  Clyde,  Colby,  Norton, 
Phillipsburg,  Topeka,  Agra  and  Almena. 

The  reception  given  me  by  these  Corps  was  very  pleasant 
indeed.  I  received  many  invitations  to  install  Corps  Officers, 
which  previous  engagements  forbade  my  accepting. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  the  growing  disposition  to  make  these 
installations  public,  and  jointly  with  the  Posts  and  other  patriot- 
ic Orders. 

There  seems  to  be  an  increasing  pride  to  excel  in  these  in- 
stallations, which  is  an  omen  of  good. 

From  every  quarter  have  come  favorable  comments  on  the 
beauty  of  our  installations. 

I  find  too  great  a  disregard  of  the  requirement  of  our  Rules 
and  Regulations  as  to  memorizing  ritualistic  work.  Added  in- 
terest and  beauty  would  be  given  CorjDs  work,  by  a  more  careful 
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compliance  with  this  recommendation. 

GENERAL    RELIEF    WORK. 

The  following  taken  from  the  reports  of  Corps  shows  a  grand 
result  of  individual  Corps  work: 

Amount  of  cash  expended  by  Corps  for  Relief $2*916.92 

Estimated  amount  given  in  relief  other  than  money  2,084.53 
Amount  of  cash  turned  over  to  Posts 1,443.85 

SPECIAL    RELIEF    WORK. 

Report  was  made  to  our  Department  Council  at  its  first 
meeting  held  at  Pittsburg,  that  the  family  of  Comrade  Samuel 
Dale  at  Burr  Oak  was  in  a  condition  demanding  immediate  aid. 

The  Council  then  directed  an  inquiry  into  the  matter  which 
resulted  in  the  confirmation  of  report  received,  and  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Council,  forty  dollars  were  at  once  forwarded  to  the 
family  by  the  Department  Treasurer,  and  a  call  made  to  Corps 
for  further  aid  through  General  Order  No.  2.  This  call  was 
generously  responded  to. 

A  call  for  aid  by  the  Post  at  Stafford,  for  Comrade  Hedrick, 
late  of  that  city,  with  endorsement  of  approval  by  Commander 
Bernard  Kelly  of  the  Kansas  Department  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  was  promptly  responded  to  by  remittance  from  the 
Department  fund  of  fifty  dollars,  with  approval  of  the  Council, 
and  a  call  for  aid  was  issued  through  General  Order  No.  6,  to 
which  a  liberal  response  was  made. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Council,  the  following  contribu- 
tions were  made  from  the  relief  fund:  Thirty  Dollars  to  the  Or- 
phan's Home  in  Atchison,  thirty  dollars  to  the  Home  at  Dodge 
City,  and  fifteen  dollars  to  the  worthy  object  of  establishing  a 
National  relief  fund. 

All  which  will  be  duly  reported  by  the  Department  Treasur- 
er. 

SUPPLIES. 

The  growing  demand  for  supplies,  by  the  Corps,  shows  a 
needed  equipment  for  work  upon  business  principles.  It  has 
called  for  warm  words  of  commendation  from  our  National  Treas- 
urer to  the  effect  that  Kansas  is  getting  to  the  front. 

\V.    R.  0.    HOME. 

The  ample  provision  so  cheerfully  made  for  our  Margaret  R.

In  accordance  with  my  obligation  and  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations of  our  Order,  I  submit  my  report  of  the  great  amount  of 
work  that  has  been  (or  has  not  been)  accomplished  by  me  the  past 
year. 

After  Installation  and  again  after  recovering  from  a  short 
sickness  after  my  election  I  wrote  to  our  worthy  President  ex- 
pressing a  willingness  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the  u]  g  of 
our  beloved  Order,  or  doing  whatever  work  she  might  see  &t  to 
assign  me.  I  did  not  find  the  work  very  burdensome,  especially 
through  the  beautiful  spring  and  hot  summer  months.  In  Au- 
gust I  received  a  hearty  invitation  from  the  Post  Commander  to 
attend  the  Annual  Inter-State  Reunion  and  assist  in  the  organi- 
zation of  a  Corps  at  Baxter  Springs. 

There  I  thought  was  an  opportunity  to  keep  good  my  word 
to  the  Department  President,  so  I  accepted  the  invitation,  and 
Monday  morning,  September  — ,  found  me  with  family,  bedding 
and  provision,  headed  toward  Camp  Logan  at  Baxter  Springs. 

I  thought  by  going  early  I  would  have  a  better  chance  to 
get  acquainted  with  the  ladies  and  perfect  the  plans  for  organi- 
zation. We  spent  Monday  in  getting  settled,  and  Tuesday  I 
visited  various  tents,  met  several  ladies  who  were  quite  anxious 
to  see  a  Corps  organized,  and  that  day  and  the  next  added  six- 
teen names  to  the  petition  for  a  charter.  Then  I  sent  word  home, 
as  a  number  of  the  members  of  No.  98  desired  to  come  and  assist 
or  see  the  work  done. 

The  time  set  for  organizing  was  Thursday  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock.  In  the  morning  of  that  day  16  members  of  No.  98  ar- 
rived, and  at  the  appointed  time  met  with  a  number  of  members 
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from  various  Corps  in  that  part  of  the  state  and  Missouri.  The 
hall  was  nicely  filledj  but  of  all  the  sixteen  who  had  petitioned 
for  a  charter,  only  seven  were  in  attendance.  We  visited,  waited, 
I  explained  R.  &  R.,  answered  questions  and  waited,  but  no  others 
came.  When  they  signed  the  petition  I  explained  to  them  about 
fees  and  dues,  yet  of  the  seven  only  one  had  brought  the  money 
to  pay  her  initiation  fee.  After  spending  two  hours  and  missing 
(we  were  afterward  told)  one  of  the  most  eloquent  speeches  of 
the  week,  we  adjourned  to  meet  Friday  morning  at  10  o'clock. 
When  that  hour  arrived  my  Secretary  and  myself  were  at  the 
hall  (the  other  members  of  No.  98  being  compelled  to  return 
home).  After  a  while  another  lady  came,  but  could  not  stay 
long.  From  10  till  1 1 :30  o'clock  five  of  the  petitioners  came,  but 
not  more  than  two  at  a  time,  consequently  there  was  no  organi- 
zation perfected. 

Saturday  morning  we  departed  for  home,  feeling  that  not 
much  had  been  accomplished  for  the  good  of  our  Order.  They 
need  a  live  Corps  there  very  much,  and  the  members  of  the  Post 
are  very  desirous  for  one.  The  only  reason  I  can  see  for  there 
not  being  one  is  lack  of  energy  or  interest  on  the  part  of  the  la- 
dies. I  think  it  was  a  bad  time  to  organize;  there  were  so  many 
attractions  and  so  much  doing  that  it  seemed  impossible  for  them 
to  stay  in  one  place  so  long;  but  I  think  a  Corps  can  be  orga- 
nized which  will  be  very  beneficial  to  the  Post  and  a  credit  to  the 
Department. 

Considering  everything  it  was  a  very  pleasant  week,  and  the 
new  acquaintances  made  and  old  ones  renewed  will  always  form 
a  bright  spot  in  my  memory. 

On  Sept.  22  started  for  Chicago  to  attend  the  World's  Fair.

To  you  and  the  members  of  the  Tenth  Annual  Convention, 
I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  the  following  report  of  the  work 
of  this  Department  during  the  past  year  and  its  condition  at  the 
present  time. 

One  year  ago  when  the  command  of  this  Department  was 
given  you,  there  was  reported  a  roster  of  254  Corps  with  tli  ■  ex- 
ception of  No.  138,  which  surrendered  a  few  days  before  Con- 
vention. 

Of  this  roster  of  203  Corps,  numbers  30-81-1 34-54  -202- 
214-232  and  170  were  reported  suspended,  making  245  Corps 
in  good  standing  at  the  end  of  last  year. 

Numbers  81,  134  and  170  have  this  year  been  given  to  new 
Corps. 

Number  54,  Oronoque,  has  been  reinstated,  revived,  and  is 
now  a  working  Corps. 

Numbers  30,  202,  214  and  232  remain  suspended,  as  nothing 
coidd  be  heard  from  them  though  repeatedly  written  to. 

There  have  been  nine  Corps  instituted  this  year,  all  but 
three  being  given  old  numbers  in  the  rosier.  We  now  have  a 
roster  of  257  Corps.

We  realize  that  in  giving  reports  as  in  other  things  in  life, 
the  pleasure  is  not  unmixed  with  regrets.  While  we  are  pleased 
to  record  the  above  instituted  Corps,  we  are  sorry  to  say  that  five 
Corps  have  found  it  necessary  to  disband  and  surrender  their 
charters. 

The  surrendered  Corps  are  as  follows:

In  every  case  where  a  Corps  has  disbanded,  transfer  cards 
have  been  issued  to  a  number  of  the  members  who  wished  to 
join  other  Corps.  These  members  of  course  have  not  been  lost 
to  the  Department.

You  will  readily  see  that  these  figures  do  not  reach  those  of 
last  year,  but  we  feel  assured  that,  considering  the  financial  cri- 
sis which  has  prevailed  the  past  year,  and  the  World's  Fair 
attractions,  which  took  the  attention  and  money  of  so  many  thou- 
sands of  our  members,  the  Corps  have  done  well  to  have  expend- 
ed so  much  in  relief.  During  the  third  quarter,  which  embraced 
the  months  of  July,  August  and  September,  there  was  compara- 
tively little  done  in  relief  work. 

These  months,  you  will  remember,  recorded  the  great  busi- 
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ness  disasters  throughout  the  country,  also  the  greatest  crowds 
in  Chicago.  Reports  were  slower  coming  in  for  this  quarter 
than  for  any  other,  because  of  the  absence  from  home  of  so  many 
Corps  officers,  and  were  less  complete  when  they  were  received. 

The  fourth  quarter  shows  a  marked  improvement  over  the 
third,  a  gain  of  about  two  hundred  members  and  $400  cash  ex- 
pended and  $500  estimated  value  of  relief.  We  are  certainly 
grateful  for  this  and  hope  the  figures  will  continue  to  grow. 

While  I  am  on  the  subject  of  reports  I  wish  to  say  that  the 
greatest  loss  to  the  Department  is  through  suspension,  and  I 
think  this,  in  a  measure,  is  the  fault  of  the  Corps  officers  whose 
duty  it  is  to  notify  delinquent  members  of  their  arrears  for  dues. 
I  believe  if  more  attention  were  given  this  matter  of  collection  of 
dues  by  the  proper  officers,  there  would  not  be  so  many  delin- 
quents; who,  as  such,  become  indifferent  and  then  discouraged, 
and  finally  allow  themselves  to"  be  suspended.  Another  thing,  is 
the  great  misunderstanding  all  over  the  Department  as  to  hoiv  to 
report  suspended  and  dropped  members.  The  plan  of  marking 
line  15  in  red  ink  by  the  Department  Secretary,  as  adopted  at 
last  Convention,  is  good,  and  has  improved  the  reports  in  this 
respect,  but  there  is  room  for  greater  improvement. 

We  receive  letters  at  Headquarters  every  quarter,  after  the 
marked  blanks  have  been  sent  out,  asking  why  they  were  credit- 
ed with  such  a  number  of  "reported  suspended  at  last  report;" 
also,  on  receiving  the  blanks  at  Headquarters  at  the  end  of  the 
quarter,  we  find  that  the  figures  of  the  Department  Secretary  on 
line  1 5  have  very  often  not  been  taken  into  consideration  in  their 
calculations  in  sending  in  "number  remaining  suspended,"  while 
with  thought  and  study,  and  the  great  assistance  it  is  or  should 
be  to  have  line  15  marked  by  the  Department  Secretary,  the 
reports  coidd  be  made  correct  in  all  cases.  If  all  Corps  officers 
could  be  brought  to  realize  the  time  and  labor  there  would  be 
saved  by  a  proper  study  of  this  part  of  their  work,  there  would 
soon  be  a  marked  improvement. 

To  those  officers  who  have  been  prompt  in  sending  correct 
reports  we  express  our  grateful  appreciation.

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Reports  show  increasing  interest  each  year,  children  taking 
an  active  part  in  many  places,  which  is  in  keeping  with  one  of 
the  sacred  objects  of  onr  order.  Many  beautiful  monuments  or 
mounds  in  honor  of  those  who  "sleep  on  southern  battlefield,  in 
}irison  pen,  or  'neath  the  ocean  wave,"  were  prepared  and  in 
most  places  decorated  by  children  or  young  ladies.  In  some 
places  children  were  detailed  to  scatter  floral  tributes  on  soldiers' 
graves. 

Corps  67,  Washington,  erected  a  beautiful  monument  which 
was  unveiled  on  decoration  day  by  four  small  children.  The  ad- 
dress on  this  occasion  was  delivered  by  Mrs.  Ida  W.  Moore, 
Past  Department  President.     Cost  of  monument,  $140. 

At  luka,  Post  erected  a  brick  monument  which  was  decorat- 
ed and  dedicated  to  unknown  dead  on  Decoration  Day.  Corps 
196,  McCune,  sent  flowers  to-  Soldiers'  Home  at  Leavenworth. 
Corps  161,  Goodland,  was  honored  by  the  presence  of  our  De- 
partment President  and  her  honored  husband,  Col.  Jones,  who 
delivered  the  memorial  addresses  at  that  place.  Corps  217,  Gyp- 
sum City,  was  favored  by  a  cheering  letter  from  Mother  Byker- 
dyke,  whose  words  always  bring  cheer  whether  written  or  verbal. 

Corps  119,  Lincoln,  presented  the  Post  a  beautiful  silk  flag, 
the  work  of  their  own  hands. 

Corps  63,  Abilene,  sent  a  beautiful  report.  Services  were 
held  in  the  opera  house,  which  was  beautifully  decorated  with 
flags  and  flowers.  Music  was  rendered  by  Columbian  Chorus  of 
thirty-five  voices.  Two  beautifully  decorated  wagons  carrying 
forty-four  small  girls  formed  a  part  of  the  procession.  Report 
shows  a  beautiful  program  which  was  fully  carried  out. 

Corps  73,  Burlington,  was  honored  by  the  presence  of  De- 
partment Chaplain  G.  A.  R.,  Rev.  R.  H.  Sparks,  who  delivered 
the  address  on  Decoration  Day,  which  was  appropriate  and  well 
received.  The  monument  to  unknown  dead  was  decorated  on 
the  opera  house  stage  by  fourteen  young  ladies.  The  service 
was  beautiful  and  impressive. 

Corps  14(),  Lyndon,  reported  a  beautiful  and  impressive 
program.  Services  were  held  in  the  opera  house.  They  had 
for  their  speaker  a  young   man    from  the   State   Normal    by   the 
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name  of  Kirtsinger  who  is  the  son  of  a  veteran.  The  address 
was  pronounced  good,  to  say  the  least. 

Corps  127,  Frederick,  report  Sons  of  Veterans  paid  all  ex- 
penses of  Decoration  day.  These  two  incidents  remind  us  that 
this  is  but  the  beginniug  of  the  end.  As  the  veterans  are  so  rap- 
idly falling  out  of  the  ranks  in  answer  to  the  last  roll  call,  their 
noble  sons  will  have  to  step  into  their  places,  and  we  trust  will 
fill  the  ranks  as  nobly  as  did  their  fathers. 

While  willing  hands  and  loving  hearts  were  preparing  for 
the  beautiful  services  at  home,  they  were  also  mindful  of  those 
who  sleep  on  southern  battle  fields.  Money  sent  to  Richmond, 
Va.,  to  assist  Posts  there  in  decorating  those  graves,  as  reported 
to  me,  is  as  follows:

This  report  I  believe  however  to  be  inadequate,  as  it  will  be 
seen  that  but  few  Corps  report  money  sent,  as  also  the  number 
of  soldiers'  graves  decorated.  There  were  eighty-one  Corps 
made  no  report  of  that.  This  however  was  not  the  fault  of  the 
Corps  Chaplains,  but  a  deficiency  in  blanks. 

There  seems  to  have  been  a  misunderstanding  in  regard  to 
obtaining  Memorial  Report  blanks,  many  Presidents  writing  me 
that  they  did  not  understand  thai  they  were  expected  to  purchase 
these  blanks.  This  caused  a  great  delay  in  reports.  The  16th 
day  of  June  found  in  my  hands  only  72  reports.  I  immediately 
issued  circular  letters  with  form  for  report.  The  result  was  very 
satisfactory,  as  Corps  imui3:lialely  lilled  out  the  blanks  and  re- 
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turned  them  to  me,  and  in  a  short  time  I  had  received  enough 
reports  to  swell  the  number  to  208.  I  did  not,  however,  have 
that  number  to  report  to  National,  which  fact  I  very  much  re- 
gret. As  Corps  are  so  dilatory  in  reporting,  I  would  recommend 
that  Corps  Presidents  see  to  it  that  Memorial  blanks  are  on  hand 
in  time  and  that  Chaplains  send  in  report  immediately  after  Dec- 
oration day,  in  order  to  enable  Department  Chaplain  to  send  a 
report  to  National  which  shall  be  a  credit  to  our  Department. 

Dear  sisters,  as  it  was  the  blessed  mission  of  loyal  women  to 
stand  by  the  noble  defenders  of  our  glorious  country  through  the 
trying  days  of  1861  to  '65,  caring  for  the  sick  and  wounded, 
praying  for  the  dying,  commending  them  to  the  Great  Comman- 
der above,  let  us  ever  remember  the  sacred  object  of  our  noble 
Order,  working  unitedly,  deeming  it  a  duty  and  a  privilege  to 
stand  side  by  side  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  to  as- 
sist them  in  perpetuating  the  memory  of  those  who  have  answer- 
ed to  the  last  roll  call,  and  in  teaching  to  the  rising  generation 
true  loyalty  to  one  country  and  one  flag. 

In  closing  my  report  I  wish  to  thank  the  Department  offi- 
cers, Corps  Presidents  and  Chaplains,  and  all,  for  the  many  kind 
words,  which  have  helped  to  lighten  the  burdens  and  endeared 
them  all  to  me  in  the  bonds  of  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty. 
And  may  the  dear  Father  above  be  with  us  and  make  us  zealous 
workers  in  this  glorious  cause,  and  when  our  work  on  earth  is 
done  may  we  hear  his  loving  voice  saying,  "Well  done;  come  up 
higher."

In  compliance  with  Rules  and  Regulations  I  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

The  duties  of  Department  Counselor  do  not  seem  to  be  well 
understood.  At  our  last  Department  Convention  the  Department 
Counselor  called  attention  to  the  duties  of  her  office  which  as 
laid  down  in  our  law  are  these: 

"The  Department  Counselor  shall  familiarize  herself  with 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Order,  the  official  decisions  of 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  be  prepared  to  aid  the  Depart- 
ment President  and  Department  Council  when  called  upon  to  do 
so,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  her  by 
the  Department  President." 

The  experience  of  the  past  year  has  shown  me  that  the  du- 
ties of  Department  Counselor  are  not  yet  clear  to  many  members 
of  our  Order. 

Let  it  be  remembered  that  the  Department  Counselor  can 
only  render  official  opinions  when  so  requested  by  the  Depart- 
ment President. 

Many  letters  have  been  received  during  the  year  asking  for 
information;  such  have  usually  been  kindly  answered,  referring 
the  writer  to  Chapter,  Article  and  Section  of  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions. In  letters  requiring  official  opinions  the  writer  has  been 
referred  to  the  Department  President. 

One  year  ago  when  I  laid  down  the  duties  of  Department 
President,  with  its  pleasures  and  cares,  I  felt  that  as  our  De- 
partment was  in  a  harmonious  and  flourishing  condition,  and  as 
the  laws  governing  our  Order  are  now  so  clearly  laid  down  and 
defined,  thai  our  Department  President  would  have  little  need  of 
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help  from  her  Counselor,  to  safely  guide  the  Department  bark  in 
a  smooth  harbor  at  the  close  of  her  administration. 

But  little  has  been  required  of  the  Counselor  this  year,  and 
my  position  has  been  one  of  "honor"  rather  than  "work."  I  have 
cheerfully  and  willingly  given  assistance  whenever  called  upon 
to  do  so  by  the  Department  President  or  Council. 

At  the  request  of  Corps  No.  67  of  Washington,  it  became 
my  pleasant  duty  to  deliver  an  address  on  Memorial  day  at  the 
dedication  and  unveiling  of  a  monument  to  the  Unknown  Dead, 
erected  by  this  Corps  in  the  cemetery  at  Washington. 

This  monument  stands  as  an  expression  of  the  patriotic  love 
and  admiration  of  this  Corps  for  the  memory  of  those  who  made 
it  possible  for  us  to  live  in  a  free  and  united  country.  It  stands 
also  as  an  object  lesson  to  the  youths  of  that  community.  And 
as  the  first  rays  of  the  morning  sun  play  upon  the  point  of  that 
shaft  and  the  last  gleam  of  sunset  lingers  upon  its  western  front, 
may  it  inspire  them  to  imitate  the  virtue  and  valor  of  those  whose 
memory  it  commemorates;  may  it  lead  them  to  dedicate  their 
lives  to  the  work  and  responsibilities  of  true  and  loyal  men  and 
women.  And  may  it  inspire  them  with  a  true  and  intelligent 
understanding  of  the  purposes  of  the  government  for  which  these 
heroes  died. 

In  October,  in  response  to  a  cordial  invitation  from  Corps 
No.  73  of  Burlington,  I  visited  them  at  the  time  of  their  G.  A.  R. 
and  Woman's  Relief  Corps  fair,  and  delivered  two  addresses  on 
the  history  and  purposes  of  our  Order.  Burlington  is  the  home 
of  our  Department  Chaplain,  and  my  observations  during  the 
progress  of  their  fair,  led  me  to  believe  that  our  Chaplain  can 
work  as  well  as  pray.  The  fair,  entitled  "The  Seven  Ages," 
proved  to  be  a  success  financially  as  well  as  socially. 

From  Burlington  I  went  across  country,  twenty-three  miles, 
to  Lebo,  where  on  learning  of  my  arrival  the  Corps,  with  other 
friends,  arranged  for  a  picnic  in  my  honor.  A  most  enjoyable 
day  was  accordingly  spent  in  the  woods.  In  how  many  of  our 
northern  states  can  we  have  warm  picnic  weather  on  the  23rd  of 
October?     Few  indeed,  except  our  own  "Sunny  Kansas." 

In  November  I  had  the  privilege  of  witnessing  the  inspec- 
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tion  of  Corps  No.  43  of  Manhattan,  by  our  Department  Presi- 
dent. In  the  evening  of  the  same  day  enjoyed  a  reception  given 
by  the  Post,  Corps  and  S.  of  V.,  to  those  Department  Officers 
who  had  met  at  this  time,  with  the  Auditing  Committee. 

In  January  it  was  my  pleasure  to  perform  our  beautiful  In- 
stallation Service  for  Corps  No.  213  of  Herington.  A  joint  in- 
stallation was  held  with  the  Post,  followed  by  an  excellent  pro- 
gram. 

I  am  sincerely  grateful  for  all  courtesies  extended  to  me  du- 
ring the  year,  and  for  the  pleasant  words  from  Department  Offi- 
cers and  Corps  members.  They  will  ever  be  pleasant  memories 
that  will  last  till  life  is  ended. 

The  following  are  the  opinions  given  during  the  year: 

Question  1.—  Can  a  Corps  vote  to  pay  for  the  badges,  to  be 
given  to  a  certain  number  of  applicants,  from  the  General  Fund? 

Opinion. — No.  Rules  and  Regulations,  Chapt.  II,  Article 
II,  Section  I,  require  that  the  initiation  fee  and  price  of  badge 
must  accompany  each  application  for  membership. 

Question  2. — If  after  an  officer  has  been  absent  four  or  five 
consecutive  meetings,  and  the  President  of  the  Corps  does  not  de- 
clare her  office  vacant,  what  steps  would  a  Corps  be  justified  in 
taking  to  elect  an  officer  for  that  chair? 

Opinion. — Our  laws  are  silent  on  this  point.  Some  Corps 
make  provision  through  By-Laws  for  such  cases.  Where  no 
such  provision  is  made  we  follow  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Army  as 
laid  down  in  Beath's  Blue  Book.  Corps  offices  can  be  declared 
vacant  in  the  following  manner  as  described  in  Beath's  Blue 
Book,  Chapter  II,  Article  VII,  page  49: 

"A  Post  may,  by  a  two  thirds  vote,  declare  vacant  the  po- 
sition of  any  officer  who  has  absented  himself  for  four  consec- 
utive stated  meetings,  provided  notice  has  been  duly  given  the 
delinquent  officer,  and  notice  of  the  intended  action  has  been  giv- 
en to  members  of  the  Post." 

Question  3. — Are  Corps  to  use  the  new  Rituals  as  ordered 
by  Department  Convention,  or  are  they  to  abide  by  the  action 
taken  by  the  7th  Annual  Convention  at  Hutchinson,  viz:  "To 
seal  the  old  rituals  in  a  strong  envelope  and  keep  them,  using 
the  new  ones  until  further  orders  were  given." 

Opinion.— In  18(J0,  by  order  of  the  National  Convention  the 
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blue  paper  back  Rituals  were  issued  free  to  Corps  for  trial  for 
one  year.  Iu  1891,  these  Rituals  were  adopted  by  the  National 
Convention,  and  the  Rituals  were  printed  with  dark  red  backs. 
The  National  President  then  issued  an  order  as  follows: 

"That  six  new  Rituals  be  furnished  each  Corps  by  National, 
free  of  cost,  in  place  of  the  six  Ritual  cards  then  in  use.  The 
four  blue  paper  back  Rituals  to  be  retained  and  at  any  time 
changed  at  the  expense  of  the  Corps,  for  those  with  the  more  dur- 
able dark  red  backs.  Also,  that  each  Inspector,  at  time  of  in- 
spection, be  commanded  to  burn  all  Rituals  and  Ritual  cards 
not  in  use,  and  make  report  of  the  same  on  regular  Inspection 
blank." 

If  these  orders  were  obeyed  there  should  now  be  in  the  pos- 
session of  any  Corps  no  more  than  the  four  blue  paper  back  Rit- 
uals and  six  red  back  Rituals,  or  the  ten  red  back  Rituals. 

Question  4. — Can  We  draw  from  the  Department  Relief 
Fund  to  give  aid  to  the  afflicted  family  of  Samuel  Dale,  a  sol- 
dier, of  Burr  Oak,  as  voted  by  last  Council  ? 

Opinion. — Yes.  The  Department  Relief  Fund  is  to  be  used 
to  relieve  the  wants  of  such  Union  veterans  and  their  dependent 
ones,  as  in  the  discretion  of  the  Department  President  and  Coun- 
cil, or  Department  Convention  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

Question  5. — Have  members  of  Executive  Board  a  vote  in 
National  Convention  by  virtue  of  office? 

Opinion. — No.  See  Chapter  V,  Article  II,  of  Rules  and 
Regulations. 

Question  6. — In  the  absence  of  the  Delegate  at  Large  and 
Alternate  at  Large  who  shall  make  the  report  of  National 
Convention  ? 

Opinion. — The  Department  President  shall  notify  the  regu- 
larly elected  Delegates,  and  regularly  elected  Alternates,  who  in 
the  absence  of  Delegates  are  filling  vacancies  thus  made,  to  hold 
a  meeting  and  from  their  number  select  or  elect  one  to  make  said 
report.

The  duties  of  Aides  are  not  well  understood;  hence  the  re- 
ports from  some  of  these  officers  pertain  largely  to  personal  in- 
terests, and  lack  data  from  which  a  concise  and  valuable  report 
can  be  made.  However,  the  work  done  by  those  who  have  sent 
in  reports  is  worthy  of  praise,  and  will  do  much  good  in  the  up- 
building and  encouragement  of  Corps  and  Corps  work. 

If  there  is  a  lack  of  material  in  these  reports,  there  is  no 
lack  of  devotion  to  the  cause.  The  spirit  of  our  Order  is  mani- 
fest in  every  effort  made,  in  every  sentence  written.  "I  have 
done  what  I  could"  is  the  sincere  and  accepted  expression  of  ev- 
ery sister  making  a  report. 

Belle  Reid  of  Grenola,  reports  as  follows: 

That  she  was  out  of  the  State  about  one-fourth  of  the  time; 
that  she  organized  a  Woman's  Relief  Corps  at  Oak  Valley  in 
June,  but  that  she  lost  all  her  memoranda  of  the  proceedings. 
She  closes  by  saying,  "I  hope  you  may  have  a  good  Convention 
this  year.     I  don't  expect  I  can  attend." 

Mrs.  Fanny  Dickey,  of  Corps  No.  161,  Goodland,  reports: 

"We  have  closed  a  happy  and  prosperous  year.  Initiated 
twelve  members.  We  number  fifty.  Prospects  for  the  coming 
year  are  bright."  Owing  to  the  long  distance  apart,  she  was  un- 
able to  do  the  work  among  neighboring  Corps  that  she  would 
like  to  have  done. 

Jennie  B.  Marsh  of  Manhattan,  reports: 

That  the  duties  incident  to  caring  for  a  large    family,  pre- 
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vented  her  from  doing  more  than  she  did.  Oct.  14  she  inspected 
Riley  Corps,  and  found  it  in  good  condition.  Jan.  11,  1894,  she 
installed  the  officers  of  her  home  Corps.  Jan.  20  assisted  in  in- 
stalling the  officers  of  Sargt.  McCoy  Corps.  Sister  Marsh  says, 
1  I  wrote  four  Post  Commanders  in  regard  to  establishing  a  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps  where  I  knew  none  existed.  I  did  not  get  a 
reply  from  one  of  these."  I  hope  that  the  proper  officer  will  see 
to  it  that  these  four  brave  soldiers  be  put  under  arrest. 
Maggie  R.  Wood  of  Burr  Oak  reports  as  follows: 
"I  addressed  fifteen  letters,  with  return  cards,  to  as  many 
Post  Commanders,  regarding  the  organization  of  Corps  as  auxil- 
iary to  their  Posts.  I  received  but  three  replies."  Her  work  of 
encouragement  extends  into  Nebraska,  and  she  hopes  that  a 
greater  interest  and  more  enthusiasm  will  be  manifest  the  coming 
year. 

Miss  Dora  A.  Wierman,  Wamego,  reports  that  she  too  ad- 
dressed urgent  appeals  to  several  Post  Commanders,  to  organize 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  where  such  auxiliary  did  not  exist.  That 
Comrades  are  loud  in  their  praises  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
but  lack  the  appreciation  of  the  value  a  Woman's  Relief  Corps  is 
to  a  Post.  She  closes  by  saying,  "O.  P.  Morton  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  No.  77  is  in  splendid  condition  both  socially  and  financial- 
ly." 

Mrs.  Helena  Mason  of  Wichita  reports  as  follows: 
"Owing  to  ill  health  the  first  part  of  the  year  I  was  unable 
to  devote  much  time  to  the  duties  that  devolved  upon  me  as 
'Aide'  to  our  beloved  and  justly  popular  Department  President, 
but  since  I  regained  my  health  I  have  tried  to  discharge  the  du- 
ties incumbent  upon  me  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  I  attended 
the  State  Reunion  at  Hutchinson  Aug.  15  to  19,  and  was  grati- 
fied to  see  the  enthusiasm  that  prevailed.  Joe  Hooker  Corps 
deserves  much  credit  for  the  endeavors  of  the  sisters  to  welcome 
and  entertain  us.  On  the  28th  day  of  August  I  organized  Bald- 
win Corps  No.  230,  at  Derby,  Sedgwick  county.  The  Corps 
started  out  under  very  flattering  auspices,  with  a  membership  of 
16.  I  have  visited  the  Corps  since  its  organization  and  find  it 
imbued  with  enterprise  and  progress. 

"I  had  the  honor  to  attend  the  National  Encampment  at  In- 
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dianapolis  Sept.  6  to  9,  as  Delegate  from  Seventh  District. 

"On  Oct.  17  I  went  to  Sedgwick  City.  Was  accompanied 
by  Una  M.  Kessler,  President  elect  of  Corps  No.  40.  We  drove 
23  miles  and  were  present  with  Stephenson  Corps  No.  39  at  their 
annual  inspection.  They  proved  themselves  very  proficient  in 
the  ritualistic  work.  The  Corps  tendered  us  a  reception  and 
banquet.  I  gave  them  a  detailed  report  of  the  National  En- 
campment, which  was  well  received.  No.  89  is  a  model.  Corps 
leads  in  all  enterprises  for  the  benefit  of  the  old  soldiers.  They 
have  paid  for  and  presented  to  the  Post  a  flag  and  banner,  and 
the  same  to  the  Sons  of  Veterans.  Also  placed  a  large  storm 
flag  on  the  school  building. 

"Garfield  Corps  No.  40  is  in  a  fine  condition,  and  is  liberally 
supplying  the  wants  of  the  families  of  ex-soldiers.  I  have  writ- 
ten to  Post  Commanders  with  view  to  establishing  Corps  auxiliary 

to  their  respective  Posts. 

"Our  Corps  was  inspected  by  Department  Inspector,  Julia 
A.  Campbell,  of  Hutchinson.  The  Department  is  to  be  congrat- 
ulated in  having  so  competent  and  efficient  an  officer.  She  thor- 
oughly understands  her  duties,  and  performs  such  with  credit  to 
the  Department  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Corps.  Her  sweet 
ways,  pleasant  manner  and  ability  won  for  her  the  love  and  re- 
spect of  all. 

"I  have  also  corresponded  with  different  Corps,  and  I  am 
proud  to  report  the  Corps  within  my  jurisdiction  in  a  prosperous 
condition.  There  seems  to  be  an  increased  interest  prevailing 
that  insures  their  future  prosperity." 

Mrs.  President:  111  health  has  prevented  me  from  perform- 
ing the  duties  which  pertain  to  this  office,  with  which  you  hon 
ored  me,  in  a  satisfactory  manner  to  myself.  Still,  I  feel  confi- 
dent that  under  your  wise  and  zealous  administration,  our  Order 
is  to-day  stronger  and  more  loyal  to  the  interests  of  those  who 
bore  the  battle,  than  a  year  ago.  Each  kind  act  performed, 
each  kind  and  benevolent  influence  set  in  motion,  by  the  mem- 
bership and  officers  of  our  grand  organization,  will  bear  good 
fruit  and  will  meet  with  a  suitable  reward.

Mrs.  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  this  Convention: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  Eleventh  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
which  convened  in  Indianapolis  on  the  6,  7  and  8  of  September,' 
1893: 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  Sept. 
6,  by  Margaret  R.  Wickens,  National  President.  Singing  of  the 
Opening  Ode  was  heartily  engaged  in  by  the  entire  Convention. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  the  National  Chaplain,  Mrs.  Mary  E. 
Knowles. 

After  the  devotional  exercises  were  over,  the  President  intro- 
duced to  the  Convention  her  Staff.  Following  this  was  the  in- 
troduction of  Past  National  officers  who  were  present. 

An  announcement  was  made  that  the  Ladies'  Citizens'  Com- 
mittee was  at  the  door.  They  were  received.  Addresses  of  wel- 
come and  greeting  were  made  by  Mrs.  Flora  Wulschner,  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee,  and  others,  which  were  responded  to  by 
the  National  President  on  behalf  of  the  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  made  their  report,  after  i 
which  other  committees  were  appointed  and  assigned  their  du-  i 
ties.  The  National  President  was  then  introduced  by  the  Na-  i 
tional  Vice  President,  Mrs.  Ida  V.  Hendricks,  and  proceeded  to  i 
give  her  annual  address. 

After  the  address,  Major  Hendershoi,  the  Drummer  Boy  of 
the  Rappahanock,  with  his  son  and  daughter,  were  admitted  and  ' 
introduced.     Tiie  drummer  with  his  drum  and  the  son  with  his  • 
fife   delighted    us  with  some  excellent  music,  after  which  Mrs. 
Kate  B.  Sherwood,  Past  National  President,  presented»the drum- 
mer  wit!)   a   new   drum   and   the  sun  with  a  hie  in  behalf  of  the 
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Woman's  Relief  Corps  at  large.     After  another  selection  of  mar- 
tial music  they  retired. 

Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  2  p.  m. 

Dinner  was  served  in  the  basement  of  Robert  Park  Church 
free  of  charge  to  the  delegates. 

After  reassembling  the  band  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
Orphans'  Home  at  Knightstowii,  Inch,  was  admitted.  It  was 
greeted  with  cheers  and  waving  of  handkerchiefs. 

The  afternoon  was  spent  in  listening  to  the  reports  of  the 
officers.  The  Committee  on  President's  Address  reported.  They 
sustained  the  President  throughout. 

The  matter  of  pension  work  which  had  been  in  the  hands  of 
Mrs.  Wittenmeyer,  whose  services  had  been  paid,  was  recommend- 
ed by  the  committee  to  be  dispensed  with.  This  brought  out 
much  discussion. 

On  Thursday  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  at  9  o'clock 
by  the  President.  The  minutes  were  read,  after  which  the  De- 
partment President  of  Pennsylvania  gave  the  Convention  a  very 
cordial  invitation  to  attend  the  next  National  Convention,  which 
would  meet  at  Pittsburg. 

Commander  in  Chief  Weissert  and  staff  were  then  admitted 
and  introduced.  They  spoke  words  of  encouragement,  and  after 
wishing  vis  great  prosperity  in  the  future,  retired. 

The  President's  address  was  then  presented  for  further  dis- 
cussion. It  was  taken  up  by  sections.  The  greatest  discussion 
was  over  the  seventh  recommendation,  in  reference  to  the  Wo- 
man's Council.  Adjourned  to  meet  at  2  p.  m.  at  which  time  the 
Council  question  was  resumed.  A  standing  vote  was  taken 
which  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  the  recommendation.  A  mo- 
tion was  then  made  to  adopt  the  President's  address  as  a  whole. 
Motion  carried. 

•  The  time  had  now  arrived  for  the  election  of  officers.  The 
roll  was  called  and  the  election  was  ordered,  which  resulted  in 
the  election  of  the  following  officers  for  the  ensuing  year:

Members  of  Home  Board-Emma  B.  Loud,  Massachusetts; 
Margaret  Ray  Wickens,  Kansas. 

While  the  ballots  were  being  counted,  the  business  of  the 
Convention  was  transacted.  During  one  interval  Mrs.  Ida  Wil- 
son Moore,  Past  Department  President  of  Kansas,  presented  to 
Mrs.  Wickens  a  lovely  silver,  gold  lined  bowl  containing  seventy- 
five  dollars,  the  gift  of  the  staff  and  members  of  various  Corps. 
Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  8  p.  m. 

But  very  little  business  was  transacted  in  the  Convention 
room,  owing  to  so  much  attraction  on  the  streets,  and  so  many 
delegates  leaving  for  their  homes.  Some  resolutions  were  offer- 
ed, and  accepted.  A  few  minor  affairs  were  discussed,  the  new 
officers  were  installed,  and  the  Convention  was  closed.  This  was 
said  by  all  present  to  have  been  the  most  harmonious  Convention 
ever  held  by  the  Woman's  Relief  Cor | is.

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Convention  called  to  order  at  4  p.  m.  Conductor  reported 
all  present  members  of  the  Order. 

A  lady  asked  the  privilege  of  allowing  her  little  girl,  five 
years  of  age,  to  sit  in  the  Convention.  As  there  was  nothing  es- 
pecial for  the  afternoon  it  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Coulter,  seconded 
by  Mrs.  Leppleman,  that  she  be  allowed  a  seat  to-day.     Carried. 

The  Department  President  requested  the  chairman  of  each 
committee  to  now  announce  their  place  of  meeting,  which  they 
did. 

The  Chief  of  Aides  being  absent,  her  report  was  read  by 
Mrs.  Allen  of  Oberlin  and  referred  to  the  committee    appointed. 

The  Department  President  here  stated  that  she  would  like 
to  introduce  to  the  convention  two  National  officers  who  were 
present,  viz:  Mrs.  E.  M.  Houser,  Assistant  National  Inspector 
for  Kansas,  and  Mrs.  Julia  Campbell,  National  Aide.  They  were 
presented  and  given  the  salute  of  the  Order.  Mrs.  Ida  W. 
Moore,  Counselor,  then  asked  the  privilege  of  using  the  gavel  a 
moment,  and  presented  to  the  Convention  the  Department  Pres- 
ident, Mrs.  Lucy  Reed  Jones,  as  ''Special  Aide  from  Kansas  on 
the  staff  of  the  National  President."  She  was  also  given  the  sa- 
lute. 

Two  Comrades  were  announced.  Business  was  suspended 
and  Comrades  Campbell  of  Hutchinson,  and  Colladay  were  ad- 
mitted.    Comrade  Colladay  spoke  as  follows: 

"When  installed  as  Commander  one  year  ago  I  started  out 
to  make  a  speech;  but  the  ladies  laughed  on  my  right,  and  Com- 
rades jeered  on  my  left.  I  had  said  'Corps'  instead  of  'Post.' 
But  I  know  your  good  works." 

Ft.  A.  Campbell  of  Hutchinson: 

"I  always  feel  at  home  in  the  presence  of  Loyalty,  and  have 
no  use  for  any  society  that  excludes  Loyalty.  This  is  my  true 
internal  feelings  outwardly  expressed." 

Medical  Director  Long: 

"I  admire  the  work  of  the  women  who  nobly  work  for  the 
veterans  of  the  war." 

The  Department   President    responded   appropriately.     She

said  they  would  always  find  the  women  ready  to  lend  a  helping 
hand  and  assured  them  a  hearty  welcome  always  at  our  meet- 
ings. 

The  Department  President  announced  that  in  accordance 
with  the  resolution  of  last  year,  Corps  that  had  not  suspended  or 
dropped  a  member,  and  whose  reports  had  been  filed  within  five 
days  after  the  close  of  the  quarter  were  entitled  to  a  badge  of 
honor  for  each  of  their  representatives  at  Convention.  Repre- 
sentatives from  the  following  Corps  were  invited  to  come  forward 
and  receive  them:

Delegate  at  Large  read  a  very  full  report  of  the  National 
Convention  at  Indiauapolis  in  1893,  and  it  was  referred  to  the 
committee.     (See  list  of  committees). 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Kansas  room  at  the  Na- 
tional Woman's  Relief  Corps  Home,  known  as  the  Margaret  R. 
Wickens  room,  was  called  for.  Mrs.  Ida  C.  Martin,  chairman, 
resigned  this  charge  during  the  year  and  Mrs.  McCarthy,  the 
second  member  of  the  committee,  did  not  wish  to  assume  the 
chairmanship.  Mrs.  Belle  C.  Harris,  the  third  member,  kindly 
took  up  the  work  and  read  her  report,  which  was  received  with 
pleasure.     She  reported  as  follows: 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  Tenth  Annual  Convention  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps,  Department  of  Kansas: 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  on  the  furnishing  of 
the  Margaret  R.  Wickens,  and  known  as  the  Kansas  room,  in  the 
National  Woman's  Relief  Corps  Home  at  Madison,  Ohio,  is  here- 
with submitted.  At  the  Convention  last  year,  when  this  Com- 
mittee was  appointed,  Mrs.  Ida  C.  Martin  was  made  chairman, 
but  on  account  of  pressing  business  matters  and  other  reasons, 
she  resigned  her  position  as  chairman,  and  on  July  11th  I  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Up  to  this  date  very  little  had  been  received  by  Mrs.  Martin. 
Our  President  announced  in  General  Orders  No.  4,  July  21st,  of 
the  change  in  the  committee.      I  waited  patiently  to  hear  from 
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the  Corps,  until  about  the  first  of  October,  when  with  the  sanc- 
tion of  our  President,  I  mailed  to  every  Corps  President  a  postal 
(personal)  asking  her  to  see  that  her  Corps  take  action  at  the 
earliest  meeting,  as  to  what  it  would  contribute  toward  the  fur- 
nishing of  this  room.  As  a  result  the  donations  of  money  and 
articles  began  coming  in  at  once.  On  October  10th  a  check  was 
received  from  Evalyn  Bradford,  Department  Treasurer,  for 
$24.50,  who  receipted  for  the  money  to  the  Corps  as  she  received 
it.

The  following  letter  was  received  from  the  occupant  of  the 
Kansas  room  at  the  Home  and  read  by  Mrs.  Harris. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Ida  W.  Moore,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Lee 
of  Wichita,  and  carried,  that  the  letter  be  printed  with  the  report. 

Madison,  Ohio,  December  16,  1893. 
I  am  sitting  in  my  room  that  Kansas  has  furnished  so  many 
nice,  comfortable  things .      I  spent  all  but  two  years  of  my  mar- 
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ried  life  there  in  Topeka,  and  one  year  in  Emporia.  The  last 
two  years  Mr.  Wood's  health  was  so  poor  that  he  thought  he  could 
not  endure  the  cold  winters  any  longer,  so  he  sold  a  nice,  pleas- 
ant home  at  a  sacrifice,  and  went  to  Tampa,  Florida.  His  health 
seemed  to  improve  at  once,  and  we  were  again  starting  another 
home,  putting  every  cent  in  it  that  could  be  spared,  when  the 
epidemic  of  yellow  fever  came.  I  had  it  first,  and  was  not  able 
to  take  the  care  he  ought  to  have  had,  so  he  passed  away  with 
the  148  that  lay  there  in  the  cemetery.  Five  soldiers  there  lay 
buried,  in  that  rebel  cemetery.  There  are  northern  soldiers 
enough  there  now  to  have  a  Post,  and  I  think  a  Corps.  I  had 
no  one  to  help  me  pay  a  little  that  was  due  on  the  place  and  I 
lost  all  I  had,  and  found  a  home  here  that  the  loyal  women  have 
provided  for  the  dependent  ones  of  the  soldiers  who  saved  their 
homes  to  them.  It  is  a  beautiful  home  in  such  a  beautiful  loca- 
tion, in  every  way.  Meeting  house  very  near  me  of  my  own  de 
nomination  (Baptist,)  two  good  matrons  that  try  to  do  all  they 
can  for  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  those  who  come  here.  Ev- 
erything you  have  sent  looks  so  nice,  the  window  curtains  and 
pillow  shams  are  so  handsome,  and  the  bible  is  much  the  same  as 
my  own  that  Mr.  Wood  gave  me.  I  gave  that  to  one  of  my 
nephews.  The  blankets  are  one  of  my  comforts  in  particular. 
Be  assured  I  can  enjoy  it  all,  as  I  may  need  them,  to  the  very 
nicest  point,  and  will  take  the  very  best  care  of  them.  Those 
little  mats  are  just  cute,  so  pretty.  Did  Topeka  send  anything? 
If  so,  what,  and  what  Corps  ?  Please  let  me  know — I  was  a 
member  of  Lincoln  Corps.  Many  thanks  for  comforts,  spreads, 
towels  and  all.  Will  you  please  give  my  thanks  to  the  different 
ones,  Columbus  Corps  because  it  is  a  reference  bible  for  that  is 
the  way  I  read  it.  I  want  to  tell  you  this  home  is  in  every  way 
well  provided  for,  an  abundance  always  on  the  table  and  a  good 
variety;  no  cause  for  complaint  in  any  way.  God  bless  the  Wo- 
man's Relief  Corps  everywhere.  They  will  be  rewarded  for 
their  work  of  love  and  mercy.

morning  session. 

Convention  called  to  order  at  9  a.  m.  All  united  in  singing 
the  Opening  Ode  and  repeating  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

The  Conductor  reported  all  present  having  the  proper  pass 
word  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

The  Convention  was  then  declared  open  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

The  Department  President  stated  that  Mrs.  Minnie  D.  Mor- 
gan, of  Cottonwood  Falls,  a  Past  President  of  her  own  Corps 
and  a  Past  Department  Officer,  was  in  the  ante  room  and  desired 
a  seat  in  the  Convention.

Mrs.  Ida  Wilson  Moore,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
World's  Fair  Design,  read  their  report,  as  follows: 

To  the  Members  of  the  Tenth  Annual  Convention: 

At  the  Eighth  Annual  Convention,  held  in  Atchison  in  1SD2, 
a  communication  was  received  from  Mrs.  Lewis  Hanback,  one  of 
the  WTorld's  Fair  Commissioners  from  Kansas,  requesting  the  Re- 
lief Corps  of  our  state  to  prepare  some  suitable  and  appropriate 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  design  to  be  placed  in  the  Kansas  Build- 
ing at  the  World's  Fair. 

After  due  consideration  that  Convention  authorized* the  De- 
partment Council  to  take  such  steps  as  it  might  deem  best  to 
procure  such  design. 

An  original  drawing  was  procured  and  a  complete  description 
of  this  design  was  sent  to  each  Corps  last  year.  The  price  of 
this  design  as  approved  by  Council  was  $100. 

The  Ninth  Annual  Convention  approved  the  action  of  the 
Council,  and  the  undersigned  Committee  was  appointed  to  see 
that  the  Design  was  completed  and  properly  placed  in  the  Kan- 
sas Building  at  the  World's  Fair. 

The  Design  was  completed,  taken  to  Chicago,  properly 
placed  and  draped  with  Hags,  in  the  Kansas  Building  in  May, 
ISO)},  where  it  remained  until  the  close  of  the  Fair. 

While  this  Design  is  not  a  large  advertisement  of  our  Or- 
der, nor  was  it  intended  as  such,  it  is  an  appropriate  emblem  of 
the  esteem  and  respect  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  as  embod- 
ied in  the  "Objects  of  our  Order,"  for  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  and  their  fallen  comrades. 

We  would  recommend  that  as  the  State  House  at  Topeka    is 
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in  an  unfinished  condition,  that  after  the  close  of  this  Conven- 
tion this  Design  be  placed  temporarily  in  the  Historical  Rooms 
at  Topeka,  and  the  incoming  Department  President  be  author- 
ized to  take  the  necessary  steps  in  the  matter.

Mrs.  Belle  C.  Harris  moved  its  adoption,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Leppleman.     Carried. 

A  committee  from  the  Sons  of  Veterans  was  announced  in 
waiting.  Business  suspended  and  the  Conductors  escorted  Col. 
C.  D.  Jones,  of  Norton,  Captain  A.  C.  Alrich,  of  Lawrence, 
Captain  E.  B.  White,  of  Independence,  and  Captain  Knox,  of 
Emporia  to  the  platform.  Col.  C.  D.  Jones,  Past  Commander 
of  the  Kansas  Division  of  Sons  of  Veterans,  and  husband  of  our 
Department  President,  was  introduced  as  "Our  husband,"  and 
spoke  as  follows: 

"This  introduction  acquaints  me  with  a  predicament  I  was 
not  aware  I  occupied.     I  have  always  entertained  the  highest  re- 
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gard  and  warmest  feelings  for  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  vnd 
thought  I  sustained  very  close  relations  to  it,  but  had  no  idea 
that  they  had  assumed  a  conjugal  character.  To  tell  the  truth  I 
am  proud  to  be  thus  received.  I  believe  this  Department  num- 
bers over  seven  thousand  grand,  noble  women.  Solomon  in  all 
his  glory  did  not  equal  me  in  the  husband  business. 

"Well,  I  am  glad  to  meet  you. 

"Some  one  has  said,  'The  world  knows  nothing  of  its  great- 
est men,'  and  might  have  added,  less  of  its  noblest  women.  Sol- 
omon's song  of  love  to  the  church  was  not  too  highly  attuned  for 
praise  of  the  valor  and  patriotism  of  the  American  women.  The 
suffering  of  the  soldiers  of  the  rebellion  is  fearful  to  contem- 
plate, but  it  never  equalled  in  intensity  that  of  the  grand  women 
who  gave  their  husbands,  brothers,  fathers  and  their  all  to  feed 
the  monster  of  cruel  war.  Corroding  anxiety  and  suspense 
ate  their  way  into  the  tender  hearts  of  these  women  thus  \el\ 
homes  most  desolate.  But  the  grand  work  of  relief  organiz- 
ed and  conducted  by  them  during  the  war  was  the  crowning 
evidence  of  their  fidelity." 

Col.  Jones  referred  very  feelingly  to  the  absence  of  Col.  C. 
D.  Herod,  occasioned  by  serious  sickness.  He  said  that  during 
the  seven  last  encampments  he  and  Col.  Herod  had  visited  our 
Conventions  together.  He  said  that  since  his  witness  of  the 
work  at  Department  Headquarters  during  the  past  year,  he  had 
a  more  exalted  opinion,  if  possible,  of  the  achievements  of  our 
Order,  and  the  imperative  need  of  its  continued  existence.  He 
spoke  of  the  faithful,  honest  attention  which  his  wife  had  given 
the  Department  as  its  President. 

Captain  A.  G.  Alrich  said:  "I  am  proud  to  be  the  son  of  a 
veteran  soldier;  and  as  proud  to  be  the  son  of  a  mother  who 
helped  to  found  the  Order  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  at  Den- 
ver in  1883.  I  am  always  glad  to  meet  with  the  Woman's  Re- 
lief Corps,  and  to  be  placed  on  this  committee  to-day.  I  never 
made  a  speech  in  my  life,  and  I  don't  want  to  surprise  my  moth- 
er by  making  one  now." 

Capt.  White  spoke  of  the  pleasure  the  younger  Sons  of  Vet- 
erans are  now  sharing,  while  the  older  ones  shared  the  hardships 
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of  their  fathers  and  realize  what  the  women  passed  through 
while  the  fathers  were  at  the  front.  Also  of  the  work  at  his  own 
home.  He  encouraged  first,  reverence  for  the  fathers,  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic;  second,  reverence  for  the  mothers,  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps;  that  in  their  hands  lies  the  business  of 
teaching  the  young  patriots. 

Capt.  Knox  stated  that  he  was  proud  to  be  the  son  of  a  sol- 
dier, and  of  a  soldier's  wife;  that  his  chief  business  there  was  to 
invite  the  Convention  to  attend  and  participate  in  the  parade  at 
4:30  p.  m.  sharp. 

The  Department  President  stated  that  she  was  proud  to  pin 
the  souvenir  badge  on  the  "Department's  husband,"  and  on  Capt. 
Alrich,  the  youngest  member  of  the  committee,  she  pinned  her 
own  badge,  and  said  the  mothers  were  always  glad  to  welcome  to 
their  meetings  the  Sons  of  Veterans. 

Moved  by  Mrs.  Lapham,  that  the  Convention  extend  to  Col. 
Morgan  a  vote  of  thanks  for  his  invitation;  but,  that  owing  to  the 
inclement  weather  and  pressing  business  it  would  be  impossible 
to  participate.     Carried. 

Mrs.  McCarthy  moved  to  send  Col.  Morgau  a  badge.  Sec- 
onded and  carried. 

Moved  by  Mrs.  Fuller  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Williford  that 
a  souvenir  badge  be  presented  to  Mrs.  Minnie  D.  Morgan, 
mother  of  Col.  Morgan,  who  was  sitting  in  Convention.  Carried. 
The  committee  then  retired. 

Business  was  resumed  and  the  minutes  of  the  first  Council 
meeting  of  the  year  were  read.  Moved  by  Mrs.  Leppleman,  sec  • 
onded  by  Mrs.  Cooper,  that  they  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Minutes  of  second  Council  meeting~read.  Mrs.  Williford 
moved  their  adoption;  "seconded  by  Mrs.  Lanning.     Carried. 

After  the  minutes  of  the  third  Council  meeting  were  read, 
Mrs.  Lund  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board  be 
taken  up  separately  by  sections.  Amended  to  read  that  the 
whole  be  accepted  as  the  minutes  of  the  meeting. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Board  was  read.  Moved 
by  Mrs.  Alrich   of  Cawker,   seconded  by    Mrs.   Casey  that  it  be 
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adopted. 

Mrs.  Lund,  Mrs.  Bradford,  Mrs.  Seeds,  Mrs.  Besack,  Mrs. 
Julia  Campbell  and  Mrs.  Mattie  Leland,  also  the  Department 
President,  took  part  in  the  discussion  explaining  how  it  was  in- 
tended to  simplify  the  work  of  the  Order. 

Question  called  and  motion  to  adopt  the  recommendation 
was  carried. 

Recommendation  offered  by  Mrs.  Moore  amended  to  read 
that  the  sheets  be  sent  out  with  the  first  General  Orders  of  the 
incoming  President.     Carried. 

Mrs.  Sheppard  moved  and  Mrs  Williford  seconded  the 
motion,  that  the  report  be  accepted  as  a  whole.     Carried. 

Mrs.  McCarthy  moved  that  the  Convention  send  a  telegram 
to  Mrs.  Margaret  R.  Wickens.     Carried. 

A  committee  from  the  Grand  Army  was  here  announced  as 
in  waiting  in  the  ante  room.  On  motion  the  Comrades  were  re- 
ceived, and  addressed  the  Convention  as  follows: 

O.  H.  Coulter,  editor  of  the  Western  Veteran,  spoke  of  the 
"appreciation  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  efforts  now,  as  in  1865, 
when  the  helping  hand  of  loyal  women  was  extended  to  Com- 
rades, now  care  was  given  to  the  widows  and  orphans.  No  other 
band  has  accomplished  what  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  has,  and 
it  will  soon  be  the  strongest  element  of  loyalty  in  the  state." 

Comrade  Linn:  "Nothing  more  endearing  to  me  than  love 
of  the  Order  to  which  I  belong;  and  glad  that  the  Woman's  Re- 
lief Corps  cooperate  with  the  Grand  Army  in  looking  to  the 
children's  literature  and  the  books  used  in  the  public  schools." 

Comrade  Pestana  gave  a  humorous  account  of  capturing  a 
rebel,  and  guarding  a  young  lady  rebel  in  1804,  and  felt  pecul- 
iarly honored  to  be  one  to  bring  a  soldier's  greeting  now.  The 
boys  all  had  been  young,  but  on  all  time  had  plowed  its 
furrows  and  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  to  per- 
petuate the  principles  for  which  they  had  fought." 

Comrade  Finch:  "The  loyalty  of  this  generation  springs 
from  the  loyal  women  of  the  North  with  whom  it  required  more 
nerve  to  part,  than  to  put  their  names  on  the  roll  of  enlistment. 
Losing  friends  on  the  field  of  battle  was  not   the  only  sacrifice 
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made.     The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  can  do  more  to  keep  up  the 
Grand  Army  than  that  Order  can  of  itself." 

Comrade  Harris:  "An  Auxiliary  is  a  wife,  and  we  all  love 
our  wives;  the  same  credit  is  due  loyal  women,  as  to  loyal  men 
who  volunteered  for  the  war.  We  are  loyal  to  those  who  are 
loyal  to  our  flags." 

The  Department  President  responded  that  the  "same  lov- 
ing assistance  given  by  the  women  during  the  war  will  be  contin- 
ued by  the  women  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps." 

The  committee  then  retired  under  escort  of  Conductors.

To  the  Tenth  Annual  Convention  of  Department  of  Kansas  now 
in  session  :

Corps  of  Lawrence,  Kansas,  we  extend  a  hearty  invitation  to  this 
Convention  to  come  to  Lawrence  next  year,  for  the  Eleventh  An- 
nual Convention.  We  will  try  and  make  you  comfortable,  and 
do  all  in  our  power  for  your  happiness  during  the  Convention. 

Mrs.  Emily  J.  Moyes,  President. 
Mrs.  Julia  Gill,  Delegate. 
Mrs.  Cornelia  Deering,  Delegate. 
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Mrs.  Sheppard  of  Wichita  moved  and  Mrs.  Alrich  of  Cavvker 
seconded  the  motion,  that  we  show  our  acceptance  of  the  invita- 
tion by  a  rising  vote.     Unanimously  carried. 

As  Mrs.  Anna  Heacock  of  Parsons  was  the  only  one  nomi- 
nated for  Chaplain,  it  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Belle  C.  Harris,  and 
seconded  by  Mrs.  Seeds,  that  we  elect  by  acclamation.  Carried. 
The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Convention 
for  Mrs.  Anna  Heacock  as  Department  Chaplain,  and  she  was  de- 
clared elected. 

Mrs.  Heacock  was  presented  and  stated  that  she  fully  ap- 
preciated the  compliment.

T.  B.  Gerow:  "I  bring  a  message  from  my  wife,  who  is  de- 
tained at  home  by  sickness,  and  claim  kindred  here  in  the  ties  of 
F.,  C.  and  L.  The  Woman's  Kelief  Corps  is  the  largest  societj 
in  the  world  for  the  principles  of  F.,  C.  and  L.,  and  the  only 
auxiliary  to  the  G.  A.  R.  1  admire  it  more  than  any  other 
society." 

Past  Adjt.  Gen.  Gray:  "  Women  of  the  W.  R.  C.  I  like  the 
name  of  women.  Continue  your  support,  love  and  devotion  to 
your  organization.  The  National  officers  will  stand  by  the  only 
auxiliary  to  the  Grand  A.m\  of  the  Republic.     America  is  felic- 
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itous  in  its  women." 

Eastman:  "I  am  here  by  accident,  but  want  to  say  that  the 
W.  R.  C.  is  the  strong  right  arm  of  the  G.  A.  R." 

The  Department  President  said  that  she  could  not  make  a 
pretty  speech  at  this  time,  as  we  had  had  so  many  visitors  she 
had  exhausted  her  supply  of  pretty  things,  but  she  could  assure 
them  of  the  loyal  support  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps;  and  bade 
Comrade  Gerow  carry  the  love  of  the  Convention  to  Mrs.  Gerow, 
and  our  best  wishes  for  her  speedy  recovery. 

The  Comrades  men  retired  ana  business  was  resumed. 

Lt  was  moved  and  seconded  that  we  proceed  at  once  to  in- 
stallation of  omcers,  ana  keep  our  promise  with  the  Comraaes. 

Installation  was  declared  the  next  order  of  business  and  the 
Comrades  admitted.  Mrs.  Belle  C.  Harris  acted  as  Installing 
Oiticer  and  Mrs.  Julia  McCarthy  as  Conductor,  when  the  follow- 
ing were  installed:

Marsh,  Mrs.  Clark,  Mrs.  Cole  and  Mrs.  Volk  were  nominated, 
and  Mrs.  Marsh  decmred  elected. 

Moved  by  Mrs.  McCarthy  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Bradford 
that  the  ballot  be  dispensed  with  and  the  remainder  elected  by 
acclamation.     Carried. 

Mrs.  Volk  of  lopeka  was  declared  elected  as  second   dele- 
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gate  and  Mrs.  Allen  of  Oberlin  as  third  delegate. 

Business  was  suspended  to  admit  the  newly  elected  Depart- 
ment Commander,  W.  P.  Campbell  of  Wichita,  accompanied  by 
Comrades  Griffith,  Edwards  and  Murray. 

Department  Commander  Campbell  vowed  his  allegiance  to 
the  one  and  only  auxiliary  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 
thus:  "I  certainly  esteem  it  a  very  high  privilege  to  meet  such 
a  body  of  women;  all  are  happy  here,  and  also  wish  to  set  one 
question  at  rest  in  such  language  that  it  needs  no  interpretation. 
The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  is  the  only  auxiliary  of  the  G.  A.  R., 
and  is  the  greatest  organization  on  earth  for  benevolence,  loyalty, 
patriotism  and  individual  work  of  members.  I  take  off  my  hat 
when  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  is  mentioned,  and  am  at  her 
service  for  all  in  my  power  on  all  occasions.  The  Woman's  Re- 
lief Corps  are  open  faced,  honest,  loyal  women,  and  the  differ- 
ence between  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  others  is,  we  court 
others  in  poetry  and  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  prose — give 
them  our  heart." 

Chaplain  Murray,  an  old  veteran,  said  that  he  would  take 
but  a  few  minutes  as  supper  was  ready  and  there  would  be  trou- 
ble somewhere.  He  was  captured  by  a  woman  forty  years  ago 
up  in  Michigan  and  they  hoped  to  walk  in  the  future  as  in  the 
past  together,  to  stand  up  for  the  flag  and  our  government.  The 
teachings  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  belts  West  Point  all  to 
pieces.  Those  who  have  had  that  teaching  sometimes  leave  the 
Hag,  but  mothers'  teachings  never  leave  the  children. 

Mrs.  Lucy  Reed  Jones  responded  that  she  was  sorry  they 
came  so  late,  as  some  of  the  members  had  left,  but  she  wished  to 
assure  them  of  the  fidelity  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  of 
our  love  and  loyalty  to  the  veterans.     They  then  retired. 

Business  was  resumed  and  the  committee  for  the  report  of 
the  Delegate  at  Large  appeared  and  recommended  that  the  re- 
port be  condensed  for  publication.

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The  following  are  the  opinions  on  questions  taken  from  the 
Query  Box: 

Question  1 :  When  the  President  of  a  Corps  moves  away, 
and  the  Senior  Vice  cannot  fill  the  office,  and  the  Junior  Vice  is 
not  so  situated  that  she  can,  what  is  to  be  done? 

Answer:  Corps  may  fill  any  vacancies  in  their  elective  offi- 
ces in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Rules  and  Regulations,  Chap. 
II,  Article  VII,  Section  5. 

Question  2:  A  Corps  having  disbanded  and  the  Past  Pres- 
idents having  transfer  cards  to  other  Corps,  are  they  entitled  to 
vote  in  Department  Convention  with  the  Corps  they  have  joined? 

Answer:     Yes,  by  virtue  of  being  Past  Presidents. 

Question  3:  Can  a  Corps  grant  an  honorable  discharge  to 
a  dropped  member  without  being  reinstated  as  prescribed  in  R. 
and  R.  ? 

Answer:     No. 

Question  4:  Has  a  Corps  a  right  to  elect  for  delegates  and 
alternates,  members  who  do  not  attend  meetings  twice  a  year, 
but  keep  their  dues  paid? 

Answer:  Yes;  every  member  in  good  standing  is  eligible  to 
any  office. 

Question  5:  Is  it  necessary  for  a  Corps  Treasurer  to  make 
a  report  of  the  finances  at  every  meeting,  when  the  Corps  meets 
twice  a  week? 

Answer:     Yes.     See  page  82  of  the  Red  Book. 

Question  6:  If  the  elected  delegate  and  alternate  cannot 
attend  the  Convention,  what  should  be  done? 

Answer:  If  neither  delegate  nor  alternate  can  attend  Con- 
vention, they  should  resign  their  offices  as  delegate  and  alter- 
nate. The  vacancies  thus  made  may  be  filled  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  R.  and  R.,  Chap.  II,  Art.  VII,  Sec.  ">. 
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Question  7:  Is  a  candidate  legally  elected  where  there  were 
eleven  balls  cast,  two  of  which  were  black? 

Answer:     Yes;  see  Chap.  II,  Art.  II,  Sec.  4  of  R.  and  R. 

Question  8:  Is  it  necessary  to  have  the  Chaplain's  prayer 
before  installation? 

Answer:  It  is  so  given  in  the  Service  Book  and  we  must 
follow  that. 

Question  9:  When  a  Corps  unanimously  votes  that  an  order 
be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary  and  President  fail 
to  have  the  order  filled  out  in  proper  time  for  the  use  the  money 
was  intended  for,  should  the  Treasurer  pay  the  money  when 
called  upon? 

Answer:  No.  The  Treasurer  disburses  no  moneys  except 
upon  regularly  drawn  orders. 

Question  10:  If  the  specified  time  of  Corps  meetings  is 
2:30  o'clock,  can  a  President  call  the  meeting  to  order  at  2 
o'clock  and  transact  legal  business  ? 

Answer:  A  President  has  no  power  to  call  the  Corps  to  or- 
der and  transact  business  before  the  specified  hour  of  meeting. 

Question  11:  Will  you  please  explain  how  different  Corps 
can  charge  different  prices  for  initiatiou  fees? 

Answer:  R.  and  R.  say  "The  initiation  fee  shall  not  be  less 
than  one  dollar."  Corps  may  charge  more,  but  not  less.  Thus 
some  Corps  may  charge  $1.00,  and  others  $1.25  or  more. 

Question  12:  A  member  having  been  dropped  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues,  how  can  she  be  admitted  to  another  Corps? 

Answer:  A  careful  study  of  R.  and  R.,  Chap.  V,  Art.  IV, 
Sec.  2,  will  explain  this  matter  clearly. 

Question  13:  How  shall  the  books  show  that  they  have 
been  audited  by  the  Finance  Committee? 

Answer:  The  Finance  Committee  audit  the  books  each 
quarter  and  then  affix  their  signatures. 

Question  14:  Should  a  member  admitted  by  transfer  pay 
dues  from  the  time  the  card  was  accepted  or  from  time  of  initia- 
tion? 

Answer:      From  time  of  initiation. 
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Question  15:      Is  it  proper   for  the   white   Corps  to  attend 
meetings  of  the  colored  Corps  and  assist  them  in  their  work? 
Answer:     Yes,  certainly.     Help  them  all  you  can. 

Question  16:  Has  the  Installing  Officer  a  right  to  demand 
of  the  Conductor  privately  whom  she  was  going  to  appoint  as 
Assistant  Conductor  and  then  refuse  to  install  her? 

Answer:  No.  If  the  newly  installed  President  approves 
the  appointment  of  Assistant  Conductor,  the  Installing  Offi- 
cer has  no  jurisdiction  in  the  matter. 

Question  17:  Can  a  Corps  President  or  Chairman  of  Relief 
Committee,  use  the  General  Fund  for  the  relief  of  persons  not 
relatives  of  the  Union  soldier,  and  then  present  the  bill  to  the 
Corps? 

Answer:     No. 

Question  18:  Can  a  Corps  President  appoint  committees  to 
do  general  relief  work  for  others  than  Union  soldiers  and  their 
dependent  ones? 

Answer:     No.     See  Red  Book  pages  165  and  85. 

Question  19:     In  remitting  a  member's  dues  in  the  Corps  is 
the  money  taken  from  the  Relief  or  General  Fund? 
Answer:     General  Fund. 

Question  20:     Can  a  Corps  that  is  short  of  funds  in  General 
Fund,  vote  a  part  of  their  Relief  Fund  to  the  General  Fund? 
Answer:     No. 

Question  21:     Can  a  member  out  on  Transfer  who  has  nei- 
ther Department  or  National  Password  visit  a  Corps  ? 
Answer:     No. 

Question  22:  Are  all  members  obligated  to  vote  either  for 
or  against  a  motion? 

Answer:  All  members  should  vote  unless  excused  by  a  vote 
of  the  Corps. 

Question  23:  After  Inspection  where  are  the  blanks  sent, 
to  Headquarters  or  Corps  ? 

Answer:      One  blank  is   sent   to   the  Department  Iaspector 
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and  one  to  Headquarters. 

Question  24:  Is  it  right  for  an  Investigating  Committee  to 
sign  an  application  after  having  reported  unfavorably  to  the 
Corps  ? 

Answer:  The  Investigating  Committee  sign  the  report,  thus 
reporting  either  favorably  or  unfavorably.  The  report  must  be 
signed  by  the  committee. 

Question  25:  Where  can  the  music  of  the  Opening  Ode  be 
secured  ? 

Answer:     From  the  Department  Treasurer. 

Question  26:     When  does  the  title  of  Past  President  expire? 
Answer:     When  her  membership   in    the   Woman's   Relief 
Corps  ceases. 

Question  27:     Should  a    Corps  Treasurer   be   required    to 
write  all  receipts  in  the  Corps  room  ? 
Answer:     No. 

Question  28:  What  will  be  done  with  Corps  reporting  no 
Posts? 

Answer:  All  possible  aid  and  encouragement  should  be 
given  them,  thus  enabling  them  to  continue  in  the  noble  work  of 
our  Order. 

Question  29:  Would  it  be  right  to  report  as  charter  mem- 
bers the  names  of  parties  who  never  became  members  of  the 
Corps  ? 

Answer:     No. 

Question  30:  In  the  absence  of  the  President  the  Senior 
Vice  President  takes  her  chair,  who  then  fills  the  Sen.  Vice's 
chair  ? 

Answer:      The  Junior  Vice  President. 

Question  31:  Are  members  out  on  transfer  entitled  to  pass 
words  ? 

Answer:     No. 

Question  32:  If  a  lady  has  been  duly  initiated  and  holds 
office  in  the  W.  R.  C,  having  paid  her  fees  and  dues  in  advance, 
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but  afterwards  it  transpires  that  the  Charter  was  not  present  at 
the  time  of  said  initiation,  the    meetings  having  been  held  at 
private  houses,  does  it  exclude  said  lady  from  the  W.  R.  C? 
Answer:     No.     The  lady  is  a  legal  member. 

Question  33:     Does  Charter  have  to  be  in  the  room  at   In- 
stallation to  make  it  legal? 
Answer:      No. 

Question  34:  Is  a  meeting  legal  held  without  a  charter  in 
the  room  ? 

Answer:      Yes. 

The  questions  numbered  32,  33  and  34  were  submitted  to 
the  National  President  for  an  official  decision,  and  the  following 
is  her  official  decision: 

"When  a  Corps  is  instituted  and  the  officers  installed,  the 
Charter  has  not  been  received  by  the  Corps.  Frequently  public 
installations  of  Post  and  Corps  (jointly)  are  held  for  convenience 
in  large  halls,  and  the  Charters  of  neither  Post  nor  Corps  are  in 
the  room.  This  does  not  in  any  sense  invalidate  the  meetings  or 
installation." 

Question  35:  When  the  Corps  Treasurer  is  absent  from  the 
Corps,  can  the  one  who  fills  her  chair  give  a  legal  receipt,  as  the 
elected  Treasurer  is  under  bond  ? 

Answer:  A  Corps  Treasurer  usually  objects  to  any  one 
either  giving  receipts  out  of  her  book  or  making  entries  in  her 
books,  as  she  is  under  bond.  A  good  plan  to  pursue  is  for  the 
Treasurer  pro  tern  to  make  a  list  of  all  monies  received,  giving 
receipts  on  slips  of.  paper,  audi  then  turn  the  list  and  money  to 
the  Treasurer,  who  will  make  and  give  regular  receipts. 

Question  36:      When  the  chairman  of  a  delegation  is  absent 
who  fills  her  place,  the  next  delegate  or  her  alternate? 
Answer:     The  first  alternate  tills  the  first  vacancy. 

Question  37:  Is  the  endorsement  on  the  hack  of  the  order 
to  pay,  a  sufficient  receipt  for  the  Treasurer,  or  does  she  have  i<> 
have  an  additional  receipt? 

Answer:  The  endorsement  on  the  hack  is  a  sufficient  re- 
ceipt. 
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Question  38:  Can  a  Corps  vote  to  admit  a  member  with  a 
child  under  five  years  old? 

Answer:  Children  over  two  years  old  cannot  be  admitted 
to  the  Corps  room. 

Question  39:  Is  it  proper  for  the  retiring  President,  not  a 
Past  President,  to  act  as  Installing  Officer  for  the  officers  elect 
of  her  Corps? 

Answer:  This  question  was  submitted  to  the  National 
President,  who  gave  the  following  answer:  "Such  installation 
would  not  be  illegal,  but  it  is  always  better  to  have  some  other 
installing  officer  than  the  retiring  President."

I. — The  following  are  the  decisions  made  by  the  Ninth  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Department  of  Kansas  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 
They  should  be  carefully  studied  for  the  information  given  and 
requirements  imposed: 

1.  That  the  ratio  of  representation  to  Department  Convention 
remain  the  same,  viz:  1  for  every  35  members  and  1  for  the 
final  fraction  over  half. 

2.  That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  8  cents. 

3.  That  Department  Instituting  and  Installing  Officer  keep  a 
record  booh,  wherein  shall  be  recorded  the  name,  number,  date, 
charter  members,  and  names  of  Presidents  of  all  Corps  organized 
during  her  term  of  office. 

4.  That  the  sum  of  $105.50,  remaining  in  the  treasury  from 
the  Cyclone  Fund,  be  placed  in  the  Relief  Fund. 

5.  That  only  the  names  of  voting  members  present  at  the 
Department  Convention  appear  on  the  roll  in  the  printed  pro- 
ceedings. 

6.  That  Department  Secretary  send  specimen  sheets  of  our 
method  of  book-keeping  to  each  Corps  as  a  guide  to  Corps  Treas- 
urers with  the  view  of  establishing  a  uniform  method  of  keeping 
books. 

7.  That  at  the  next  Department  Convention  "Ribbon  Badges 
of  Honor"  be  given  by  the  Department  to  the  members  of  dele- 
gations from  Corps  which  have  remitted  their  per  capita  tax  and 
quarterly  reports  in  time  to  be  received  at  Department  Head- 
quarters not  later  than  the  6th  of  the  month  next  following  the 
quarter  for  which  same  are  required;  and  which,  also,  have  not 
suspended  a  member  during  the  year. 

(Note: — Both  requirements  must  be  met  to  obtain  the  badge. — 
President.) 

8.  That  the  Department  Secretary  before  sending  quarterly 
blanks  to  Corps  shall  indicate  in  red  ink  on  line  15  thereof,  the 
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number  noted,  as  suspended,  at  last  report,  which  shall  stand 
unchanged  as  a  copy  of  column  16  on  consolidated  report  of 
previous  quarter.  ' 

9.  That  the  Department  procure  for  its  Secretary  a  book  in 
which  to  transcribe  the  charter  members  of  old  Corps,  with  the 
view  of  keeping  a  complete  record  of  the  same. 

10.  That  this  Department's  "Design"  to  be  exhibited  at  the 
World's  Fair,  be  placed,  after  its  close,  in  the  rotunda  of  the 
Capitol  at  Topeka,  Kansas. 

(Note: — Read  Resolution  1  in  connection  with  decision. — 
President.) 

II. — The  following  resolutions  adopted  by  said  Convention 
are  here  given  because  of  intelligence  therein  contained,  which 
Corps  ought  to  have. 

1.  Whereas,  A  great  many  members  of  our  Department 
will  be  unable  to  visit  the  World's  Fair; 

Resolved,  That  our  World's  Fair  design  be  exhibited  in  Con- 
vention Hall  at  our  next  Department  Convention  before  being 
placed  in. the  rotunda  of  the  Capitol  at  Topeka. 

Resolved,  That  we  disapprove  of  participation  in  any  scheme 
for  either  money  or  merry  making  upon  the  30th  day  of  May. 

III. — To  save  future  inquiries  I  will  say  that  the  blanks  for 
relief  reports  to  Post  Commanders  are  not  on  the  free  list.  They 
must  be  obtained  as  other  supplies,  upon  requisition  from  De- 
partment Treasurer. 

IV. — In  defiance  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  our  Order, 
and  orders  emanating  from  these  Headquarters,  officers  of  Corps 
persist  in  sending  orders  for  supplies  to  Department  Secretary. 
As  a  rule  these  orders  are  parts  of  letters  containing  much  other 
matter..  And  even  a  much  more  serious  and  unbusiness-like 
practice  than  this  is  being  indulged  in,  viz:  of  sending  one 
draft  covering  per  capita  tax  and  order  for  supplies.  It  is  too 
well  known  that  no  supplies  are  kept  at  these  Headquarters  for 
such  work  to  be  excusable.  The  Department  Secretary  is  heav- 
ily burdened  without  this  imposition  of  uncalled-for  work. 
Please  disabuse  your  minds  of  any  notion  that  the  position  of 
Department  Secretary  is  a  mere  sinecure.       Seeing  the  necessity 
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of  some  rule  of  action  in  this  matter  we  will  adhere  to  the  one 
of  promptly  returning  all  such  orders  and  drafts  unattended  to. 

V. — Corps  Presidents  should  give  the  National  password  to  all 
members  of  their  respective  Corps  entitled  to  same.  By  doing 
this  these  Headquarters  will  be  relieved  of  having  to  answer 
many  inquiries  for  same. 

VI.— Attention  is  called  to  the  proper  observance  of  "Memo- 
rial Day."  This  is  one  of  the  declared  objects  of  our  order. 
Corps  are  earnestly  requested  to  cooperate  with  Posts,  Camps, 
and  Ladies'  Aid  Societies  in  decorating  the  graves  of  the  Union 
Soldiers.  Let  all  arrangements  be  amicable  and  harmonious 
as  is  befitting  the  occasion. 

An  order  more  especially  directed  to  this  ceremony,  which  oc- 
curs on  May  30th  next,  will  be  issued  about  May  1st. 

VII. — The  position  of  Aide  to  the  Department  President  is 
an  important  one.  To  those  receiving  such  appointments,  I  will 
say>  your  duty  is  to  look  after,  and  encourage  all  Corps,  especial- 
ly the  weak  Corps,  and  to  do  all  in  your  power  to  organize  new 
Corps  where  there  are  none  and  reorganize  old  ones  whose  char- 
ters have  been  surrendered;  to  communicate  with  G.  A.  R.  Post 
Commanders  where  there  are  no  Corps,  and  urge  upon  them  the 
necessity  of  organizing  Corps.  Visit  Corps  where  possible. 
Study  the  ritual,  and  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  then  see  that 
your  own  Corps,  with  others  you  may  visit,  conform  to  all  require- 
ments therein  contained.  Report  frequently  to  the  Department 
President  the  condition  and  needs  of  every  Corps  accessible  to 
you. 

VIII. — Word  is  received  that  the  family  of  a  soldier  by  the 
name  of  Samuel  Dale,  at  Burr  Oak  Kansas,  is  in  sore  distress. 
Three  years  ago  the  wife  and  mother  died.  The  soldier  father 
is  incapacitated  by  sickness  for  manual  labor.  Three  children, 
daughters,  aged  14,  18  and  20  years,  are  lying  low  with  diseases, 
two  with  dreaded  consumption  and  one  with  nervous  affection 
involving  heart  and  brain.  These  young  ladies  were  hard  work- 
ers and  ambitious  to  do  something  in  life;  they  refused  all  offers 
of  help  until  disease  rendered  them  helpless. 

The  Corps  and  Post,  together  with  the  citizens  of  Burr  Oak, 
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have  done  and  are  doing  their  duty  in  these  premises.  That 
Corps  has  always  responded  royally  to  calls  for  relief.  Sisters, 
we  have  a  duty  to  perform;  let  us  prove  faithful  to  it. 

I  trust  Corps  and  individual  members,  able  to  do  so,  will 
contribute  at  once  to  this  worthy  object. 

This  case  was  inquired  into  by  the  outgoing  Department 
Council  at  Pittsburg,  and  by  it  recommended  that  the  present 
administration  render  needed  assistance. 

Make  remittances  to  Evalyn  Bradford,  Department  Treas- 
urer, Concordia,  Kansas,  that  record  may  be  kept  by  Depart- 
ment.

— The  following  resolutions  passed  by  our  last  Conven- 
tion at  Pittsburg,  reached  these  Headquarters  too  late  for  publi- 
cation in  General  Orders  No.  2,  thus  their  appearance  at  this 
date,  viz: 

Whereas,  We  highly  appreciate  the  great  honor  that  has 
been  conferred  upon  the  Department  by  the  election  of  Margaret 
R.  Wickins  as  National  President; 

Whereas,  Knowing  her  as  we  do,  to  be  entirely  worthy  and 
deserving  of  this  and  any  additional  honors  that  may  be  be- 
stowed upon  her, 

Resolved,  That  the  Corps  of  this  Department  be  asked  to 
contribute  toward  the  furnishing  of  a  room  in  the  National  W.

The  memory  of  heroic  services  rendered  our  country  and 
her  institutions,  is  the  Promethian  spark  that  keeps  alive  the  fire 
of  patriotism. 

The  value  we  place  upon  our  common  heritage  of  civil  and 
religious  liberty  can  best  be  estimated  by  the  memory  in  which 
its  defenders  are  held. 

By  the  exercise  of  this  memory  the  germ  of  loyalty  takes 
deeper  root  and  quickens  into  new  life. 

An  eminent  divine  has  said,  "As  certainly  as  God  would  let 
us  starve  if  we  did  not  sow  and  reap,  so  certainly  will  he  let  us 
be  scourged  from  the  earth  if  we  do  not  defend  the  great  things 
he  has  entrusted  to  us."  And  by  a  parity  of  reasoning  we  reach 
the  assurance  that  to  hold  in  sacred  memory  the  defenders  of  our 
Union  is  a  God  given  sentiment. 

With  this  principle  animating  our  souls,  let  us  approach  the 
30th  day  of  May,  set  apart  and  known  as  "Decoration  Day," 
with  preparations  in  hand  for  its  proper  observance. 

"He  that  gave  his  life  for  this  country  shall  never  be  forgot- 
ten," is  the  sentiment  that  must  remain  the  corner  stone  of  this 
Republic.  A  careless  indifference  to  the  memory  of  lives  thus 
given  is  the  millstone  that  will  grind  us  to  powder. 

With  this  sentiment  of  honoring  the  memory  of  the  heroes 
and  veterans  who  defended  our  Union  blazing  as  a  headlight  on 
the  engine  drawing  our  car  of  State,  there  would  be  no  need  for 
so  many  danger-signals  at  the  rear  of  the  car.  Then  let  us  dec- 
orate, with  flags  and  flowers,  these  grassy  hillocks  under  which 
rest  our  friends,  brothers,  husbands,  fathers,  heroes  all  who  loved 
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their  country  better  than  their  own  pleasures  and  lives. 
"Oh!  generous  hearts!  Oh!  noble  souls!    Oh,  boys  so  brave  and  true: 
By  God's  own  messengers— the  flowers— we  send  our  love  to  you. 
We  weave  your  name  in  every  wreath  with  hearts  that  throb  and  falter, 
And  lay  them  on  your  graves  who  laid  your  lives  on  treedoms's  altar. 
The  grasses  bloom  above  your  beds,  and  with  these  blossoms  blended, 
To  show  our  tender  love,  we  twine  the  flowers  our  love  has  tended. 

Sweet  mignonette  and  heliotrope  we  mingle  with  the  clover, 

And  pray  each  heavenward  breeze  that  blows  to  waft  the  perfume  over. 

And  roses  red,  and  lilies  white,  and  harebells  heavenly  blue, 

The  colors  under  which  you  fought— above  your  dust  we  strew; 

And  o'er  your  breasts  we  place  the  flag  your  valor  true  defended 

Until  the  river  bank  you  reached  and  life's  campaign  there  ended." 

As  the  faith  of  individuals  is  the  small  seed  from  which

These  loved  ones  whose  graves  we  would  decorate,  do 
not  all  lie  in  northern  soil  where  sympathy  reaches  out  with  gen- 
erous hand  in  floral,  and  other  decorative  offerings  for  the  Un- 
ion soldiers'  graves.  Thousands  lie  beneath  the  cypress  and  the 
palm  of  southern  states.  Accompanying  this  Order  is  a  circular 
letter,  calling  for  aid  to  secure  grave  decorations,  by  Phil  Kear- 
ney Post  No.  10,  of  Richmond,  Va.  The  valiant  band  compos- 
ing this  Post  is  undertaking  to  place  a  flag  and  flowers  on  38- 
522  Union  Soldier's  graves,  of  which  number  27,911  contain  un- 
known soldiers. 

Sisters,  do  not  let  this  call  go  unheeded.  A  small  contribu- 
tion from  each  Corps  in  this  Department  will  provide  decoration 
for  several  hundred  graves  in  this  southland;  and  for  aught  you 
know,  sister  and  mother,  it  may  secure  a  flag  and  flowers  for  the 
unknown  grave  of  your  missing  husband,  brother  or  friend.

I. — New  Department  rosters,  recently  published  under  the 
some  cover  with  the  G.  A.  R.  and  S.  of  V.  rosters,  are  mailed 
with  these  Orders,  one  to  each  Corps. 

II. — Reports  from  Corps  for  quarter  ending  June  30 
last,  show  the  Department  to  be  in  excellent  condition.  We 
were  able  to  show  in  consolidated  reports  of  Department  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  over  seven  thousand  members  in  good  stand- 
ing, and  a  healthy  state  of  finances. 

Thirteen  Corps  have  reported  and  been  reinstated  since  said 
reports  were  made. 

The  promptness  with  which  these  reports  were  sent  in  is 
most  commendable. 

I  wish  to  thank  Corps  officials  for  the  marked  improvement 
in  preparation  of  their  reports,  and  the  greatly  increased  number 
of  those  who  made  their  tax  payable  to  the  Department  Treasur- 
er. Some  of  our  most  prominent  Corps  are  careless  in  this  re- 
gard and  made  their  tax  payable  to  the  Secretary.  Let  the  im- 
provement along  this  line  continue  until  it  embraces  all  Corps. 

III. — Corps  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  should  compare  and 
make  tally  their  figures  showing  members  in  good  standing.  A 
few  discrepancies  in  this  respect  required  the  return  of  reports, 
and  consequent  delays  and  extra  work.  If  these  officials  will 
place  post  office  address  of  Corps  upon  their  reports,  much  la- 
bor and  time  will  be  saved. 

IV. — The  placing  in  red  ink  by  the  Department  Secretary 
on  line  15  of  Corps  Secretary's  report,  the  "number  reported  sus- 
pended on  last  report,"  has  developed  much  carelessness  hereto- 
fore in  accounts  of  suspensions.  For  instance:  in  computing 
the  number  for  line  15,  in  blanks  for  reports  for  last  quarter,  the 
Department  Secretary  deducted  the  number  at  line  17  from  num- 
ber at  line  15,  to  this  added  the  number  at  line  11  and  from  this 
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deducted  the  number  at  line  4  in  the  reports  for  the  previous 
quarter.  Now  the  injustice  that  many  Corps  work  to  themselves 
is  the  failure  to  note  the  dropped  at  No.  17,  and  the  reinstate- 
ments at  No.  4.     Please  give  this  matter  careful  attention. 

V. — Corps  must  make  reports  and  pay  per  capita  tax  for 
quarter  in  which  they  are  organized.  Those  instituting  new 
Corps  should  acquaint  the  membership  with  this  fact  at  time  of 
organization  of  Corps. 

VI. — Red  Books  can  now  be  procured  of  the  Department 
Treasurer,  Evalyn  Bradford,  Concordia,  Kansas,  upon  requisition 
and  remittance  of  sixty-five  cents.    Every  Corps  should  have  one. 

VII. — We  have  a  lot  of  Journals  of  the  Tenth  Annual  Na- 
tional Convention  on  hand,  a  copy  of  which  we  will  send  to  any 
member  wanting  one,  on  receipt  of  ten  cents  for  postage. 

VIII. — The  President  has  secured  a  well  located  room  at 
Hotel  Denison,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  for  Kansas  Headquarters  du- 
ring National  Convention  which  convenes  there  September  4. 
Members  of  Kansas  delegation  are  requested  to  report  there  as 
soon  as  possible  after  their  arrival  in  the  city. 

a: — The  Convention  will  hold  its  sessions  in  Roberts  Park 
Church,  corner  Vermont  and  Delaware  streets. 

b: — Lodging,  for  at  least  thirty,  has  been  secured  at  No.  81 
East  Vermont  street,  1\  blocks  from  Hotel  Denison  and  less  than 
one  block  from  Roberts  Park  Church.  Good  meals  can  be  had 
for  twenty-five  cents  within  short  distance  of  place  of  lodging.

This  has  reference  to  work 
in  your  own  Corps,  entertainment  of  visiting  members,  organiz- 
ing new  Corps,  reclaiming  delinquent  Corps,  encouragement  of 
weak  Corps  and  all  efforts  made  along  this  line.  There  is  plen- 
ty of  such  work  for  Aides,  which  should  be  done  and  reported. 

XIV. — Past  Department  Secretary,  Alice  M.  Seeds,  has 
mailed  the  printed  proceedings  of  our  last  Department  Conven- 
tion to  all  Corps,  and  representatives  in  said  Convention,  as  by  it 
directed.

No.  5. 

I. — Blanks  for  quarterly  reports  of  Corps  Secretaries  and 
Treasurers  are  enclosed  with  these  Orders.  These  officials  will 
please  observe  what  has  been  said  heretofore  respecting  care 
in  filling  their  reports,  and  especial  reference  is  called  to  para- 
graphs ITI  and  IV  of  General  Orders  No.  4  as  to  their  figures, 
showing  members  in  good  standing,  tallying,  and  the  number  to 
be  placed  in  red  ink  on  line  15  of  Corps  Secretary's  report. 
Justice  to  the  Corps,  as  well  as  Headquarters  force,  demands 
this.  These  blanks  are  sent  out  thus  early  on  account  of  in- 
tended absence  of  Department  officers  at  National  during  Sep- 
tember. 

II. — On  account  of  the  frequency  of  bank  failures,  and  con- 
sequent risk  in  transmitting  money  by  bank  exchange,  Corps 
Treasurers  are  requested  to  make  remittances  of  tax  by  "Post 
Office  Money  Orders,"  or  "Express  Orders."  Corps  refusing  to 
heed  this  request  must  bear  loss,  if  any,  by  using  bank  exchange. 

III. — The  conduct  of  the  Corps'  affairs  on  business  princi- 
ples, and  a  thorough  acquaintance  of  the  ritualistic  work  are 
necessary  to  a  maintainance  of  interest  in  and  healthy  condition 
of  the  Corps.  We  suggest  to  Corps  not  making  frequent  initia- 
tions, to  exemplify  the  ritual  under  the  head  of  "Good  of  the 
Order." 

IV. — The  Order  of  Sons  of  Veterans  has  just  claims  upon  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps.  It3  growth  and  maintainance  means  the 
perpetuity  of  the  spirit  of  patriotism  which  animated  the  Boys  in 
Blue  of  1861  to  1805,  and  the  training  of  a  splendid  lot  of  good 
material  for  emergencies  which  may  arise.  It  is  a  veritable 
school  of  patriotism.  Col.  W.  Y.  Morgan,  now  commanding  the 
Kansas  Division  of  this  Order,  is  a  young  man  of  high  character, 
and  is  entitled  to  our  hearty  cooperation  in  his  faithful  efforts  to 
enroll  in  his  division  every  son  of  a  soldier  in  Kansas.  Sisters: 
if  the  Camp  in  your  city  and  neighborhood  is  weak,  give  it  your 
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aid  and  eucouragem  nt,  and  spare  no  effort  to  make  it  a  strong 
Camp.  If  there  is  no  Camp  in  your  city  or  neighborhood,  do 
not  rest  until  a  real  live  one  is  organized. 

The  Kansas  Division  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  under  the  admin- 
istration of  Mrs.  Belle  La  Bar  Harbaugh,  is  doing  a  good  work 
and  is  worthy  of  our  kindliest  recognition. 

V. — Headquarters  will  be  closed  from  September  3d  to  20th, 
instead  of  the  entire  month  as  indicated  by  paragraph  XI  in  last 
General  Orders.  All  Corps  in  need  of  supplies  please  note 
this  fact  and  make  your  orders  accordingly. 

VI.— During  National  Convention,  Kansas  Headquarters 
will  be  at  Hotel  Denison,  Room  No.  53,  where  all  delegates  will 
report  immediately  upon  their  arrival  in  the  city  and  secure  cre- 
dential cards  and  Kansas  Delegate  Badges  from  Lulu  D.  Jones, 
Department  Secretary. 

VII. — The  Reception  Committee  in  charge  of  these  Head- 
quarters will  be  Mrs.  Corilla  Bridegroom,  Chief  of  Staff;  Miss 
Allie  Myers,  Department  Junior  Vice  President,  Miss  Lulu  D.

IX. — The    annual    inspection    of    Corps    must    be    made 
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during  the  months  of  September,  October  and  November.  The 
Department  lnspecter,  Mrs.  Julia  Campbell,  Hutchinson,  will, 
in  due  time,  mail  to  the  Corps  the  necessary  blanks  together  with 
circular  letter  of  instruction  for  guidance  of  assistant  Inspectors 
and  Corps  officials.  These  instructions  should  be  carefully 
studied  and  followed. 

Our  standing  among  the  Departments  of  our  Order  is  de- 
termined by  these  Corps  inspections.  Every  member  of  the 
Sunflower  Department  should  take  a  personal  pride  in  its  taking 
a  position  with  the  very  best.  When  possible,  this  work  should 
be  done  at  regular  meetings,  but  special  meetings  may  be  called 
for  the  purpose. 

X.— The  following  Corps  having  reported  no  suspensions  in 
second  quarter  1893,  and  made  their  reports  for  same  before  July 
6,  constitute  the  roll  of  honor  at  present:  Nos.  46,  217,  151,

If  the  above  Corps  continue  this  record  through  the  third 
and  fourth  quarters,  their  representatives  will  wear  the  "ribbon 
of  honor"  at  the  next  Department  Convention. 

XL— Of  the  Corps  now  in  good  standing,  seventy-three  re- 
ported after  July  6.  Among  this  number  are  many  of  the  lead- 
ing Corps  in  the  state.  Forty-four  of  these  reported  in  time  to 
save  suspension,  but  their  negligence  lost  them  the  "honor  rib- 
bon." The  other  twenty-nine  Corps  delayed  their  reports  until 
after  their  suspension,  thus  requiring  reinstatement.  634  mem- 
bers have  been  reinstated  since  consolidated  reports  to  National 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  were  made,  thus  making  7,484  members 
in  good  standing  at  this  time. 

Cash  expended  for  relief  during  second  quarter,  $781.28. 

XII. — One  of  the  matters  of  greatest  concern  to  the  Depart- 
ment is  that  of  the  great  number  of  loss  to  the  Corps  by  suspen- 
sion. This  loss  for  second  quarter  aggregates  286.  Corps 
officials  and  members  please  give  this  matter  your  earnest  con- 
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sideration  and  devise  some  means  to  prevent  these  suspensions. 
While  the  gain  to  the  Corps  by  initiation  and  reinstatement  were 
809  in  last  quarter,  by  reason  of  this  loss  by  suspension,  the  net 
gain  was  only  625  members.  It  is  a  source  of  pleasure,  how- 
ever, to  note  that  the  reinstatements  exceeds  the  loss  by  suspen- 
sion, 04. 

See  to  it,  Sisters,  that  the  number  of  gain  continues  to 
grow  larger,  while  the  number  of  loss  beautifully  diminishes.

I. — While  General  Orders  No.  10,  of  Past  National  Presi- 
dent, Margaret  Ray  Wickins,  herewith  promulgated,  bear  date 
of  August  15th,  1893,  they  did  not  reach  these  Headquarters  un- 
til September  1st,  after  they  were  closed  for  National  Conven- 
tion. They  pertain  wholly  to  National  .Convention  matters,  and 
although  not  received  in  time  to  be  placed  with  the  Corps  as 
useful  information,  they  belong  to  the  Corps,  and  I  herewith 
promulgate  them. 

II. — General  Orders  No.  1,  of  National  President,  Sarah  C. 
Mink,  are  herewith  promulgated. 

I  take  pleasure  in  assuring  the  Department  that  in  Sarah 
C.  Mink,  the  Order  has  an  executive  who  brings  to  the  position 
all  the  qualifications  of  mind  and  heart  requisite  to  a  safe  and 
efficient  administration  of  the  affairs  of  our  Order  at  large. 

I  bespeak  for  her  the  hearty  support  of  the  Sunflower  De- 
partment. 

III. — Now  as  the  season  of  hot  weather,  which  tends  to  en- 
ervate, has  given  way  to  the  exhilirating  temperature  of  au- 
tumn, and  the  world's  fair,  which  has  more  or  less  taken  our  time 
and  attention,  is  nearing  its  close,  let  our  Department  take  on 
new  life  and  press  its  work  and  position  to  higher  vantage  ground.

The  same  mode  of  inspection 
that  has  been  adhered  to,  the  last  two  years,  will  be  followed, 
viz:  Corps  will  be  inspected  by  their  presidents,  unless  by  action 
of  the  Corps  some  one  from  another  Corps  is  selected,  whose  ex- 
penses shall  be  paid  by  the  Corps  inspected.  Corps  desiring  to 
be  inspected  by  Department  Inspector  Julia  E.  Campbell,  Hutch- 
inson, can  obtain  her  valuable  services  by  writing  her,  but  they 
must  bear  her  expenses.  An  inspection  conducted  by  some  sis- 
ter conversant  with  work  of  our  Order,  will  necessarily  be  very 
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helpful  to  the  Corps.  The  ritual  should  be  carefully  exempli- 
fied, aud  all  needed  criticism  and  instruction  should  be  given 
and  received  in  the  most  fraternal  spirit. 

All  books,  papers,  accounts,  records  and  proceedings,  per- 
taining to  the  Corps,  must  be  inspected. 

These  Corps  inspections  should  all  be  made  and  reported 
to  Department  Inspector  before  expiration  of  November. 

V. — Corps  No.  9,  Lawrence,  should  have  appeared  in  Para- 
graph X  last  General  Orders.  By  an  oversight  it  was  omitted 
from  this  "honor  roll."  Some  Corps  have  written  us  that  they 
have  suspended  no  members  in  either  2d  or  3d  quarter,  and 
claim  place  on  "honor  roll."  But  examinations  of  their  reports 
show  that  while  this  may  be  true,  yet  on  line  15  of  report  for 
second  quarter  appears  one  or  more  suspensions  as  per  last  re- 
port, and  no  disposition  of  same  made  elsewhere,  hence  they 
continue  to  remain  as  suspensions.  Please  study  the  instructions 
on  this  matter  given  in  paragraph  IV  General  Orders  No.  4. 

VI. — Our  Department  representation  in  the  National  Con- 
vention at  Indianapolis  was  very  creditable  indeed.  The  num- 
ber attending  evidenced  a  good  interest  in  the  work  of  our  Order. 
Besides  a  great  number  of  visitors,  we  had  fifteen  representa- 
tives entitled  to  seats  and  voice. 

Margaret  R.  Wickins,  presiding  over  the  Convention  as 
our  National  President,  added  new  laurels  to  her  already  ac- 
quired reputation  for  executive  ability. 

VII.-— The  following  Corps  has  been  organized  since  last 
General  Orders  were  issued,  viz:  No.  230  at  Derby,  organized 
by  Department  Aide  Mrs.  Helena  Mason  of  Wichita. 

VIII. — A  circular  letter,  calling  attention  to  the  furnishing 
of  the  Margaret  R.  Wickins  room  in  the  W.  R.  C.  home  at  Mad- 
ison, Ohio,  has  been  promulgated  by  Sister  Belle  C.  Harris,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Department  President.  Every  Corps  should 
take  pride  in  having  a  part  in  so  worthy  an  object.  Let  us  make 
this  room  a  monument  to  our  appreciation  and  recognition  of 
real  worth. 

IX.  —  My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  case  of  Comrade 
Elias  J,  Hetrick,  Stafford,  Kansas,  as  being  worthy  our  kindest 
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consideration.  This  case  has  passed  the  scrutiny  of  Depart- 
ment Commander  Bernard  Kelly,  who  has  given  his  permission 
to  the  soliciting  of  funds  toward  relief  from  a  mortgage  debt. 
Comrade  Hetrick  is  a  victim  to  dreaded  "scurvy,"  contracted, 
while  a  Union  prisoner  of  war,  in  terrible  Andersonville.  It 
has  eaten  away  the  lower  part  of  his  face,  laying  bare  his  jaw 
and  wind  pipe.  After  scientfiic  treatment,  the  disease  is 
pronounced  hopelessly  incurable.  He  is  drawing  a  miserable  pit- 
tance of  $6.00  per  month.  His  Post  at  Stafford,  has  expended 
a  great  deal  of  money  in  securing  for  him  medical  treatment  at 
Kansas  City,  Mo. 

His  home  is  encumbered  to  secure  payment  of  a  $700  debt. 
The  effort  is  to  pay  this  debt  and  save  for  him  his  home. 

Corps  and  individuals,  able  to  aid  this  afflicted  soldier,  can 
send  contributions  to  Geo.  W.  Bousner,  Aide-de-Camp  on  Dep't. 
Commander's  Staff,  Stafford,  Kansas,  Lock  Box  No.  40. 

I  will  take  pleasure  in  recommending  to  Department  Coun- 
cil a  contribution  from  our  Department  Relief  Fund. 

X. — Word  is  received  by  the  President  that  our  beloved 
Junior  Vice,  Sister  Allie  Myers,  has  been  stricken  with  paralysis 
and  is  lying  very  low.  I  bespeak  for  her  the  sincere  wishes  of 
the  Department  membership  for  her  speedy  and  complete  re- 
covery, and  warm  hearted  sympathy  for  her  aged  mother  in  this 
affliction. 

XL — It  is  my  painful  duty  to  record  the  sad  bereavement 
which  has  befallen  Sister  Margaret  R.  Wickins,  Past  National 
President  of  the  W.  R.  C,  in  the  death  of  her  husband  on  Sep- 
tember 20th,  1893.  There  is  but  one  sentiment  that  can  throb 
the  heart  of  every  sister  of  our  Department,  at  mention  of  this 
occurrence,  and  that  is  our  warmest,  most  heartfelt  sympathy 
for  Sister  Wickins  in  this  her  darkest  hour.  May  He  who  notes 
even  the  sparrow's  fall,  give  the  grace  and  strength  needed  to 
sustain  so  great  a  weight  of  sorrow.  May  the  christian's  hope 
be  her  comfort.

I. — Corps  officials  will  bear  iu  mind  that  the  first  meeting 
in  December  is  the  time  for  the  nomination  and  election  of  Corps 
officers.  Delegates  and  their  alternates  to  the  Tenth  Annual 
Convention,  of  this  Department,  to  be  held  at  Newton,  Kansas, 
in  February  next  will  be  elected  at  the  same  time.  The  elec- 
tion may  be  concluded  at  a  special  meeting. 

A  dispensation  from  the  Department  President  will  be  re- 
quired to  hold  an  election  after  the  above  named  meeting. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Corps  Secretary  to  notify  each  mem- 
ber thereof  in  good  standing  of  the  coming  election. 

The  Corps  Treasurer  should  notify  members  in  arrears  for 
dues  as  to  amount  of  same,  calling  attention  to ,  approaching 
election,  and  that  during  such  delinquency  they  cannot  vote  at 
such  eclection,  and  are  ineligible  to  any  Corps  office. 

The  Corps  President  must  see  that  such  duties  are  per- 
formed by  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

II. — The  representation  by  Corps  in  Department  Conven- 
tion remains  at  the  same  ratio,  viz:  One  delegate  and  one  al- 
ternate for  every  35  members  in  good  standing  September  30th 
preceeding,  each  Corps  being  entitled  to  one  delegate  and  one 
alternate  whatever  its  membership.  Corps  are  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation by  their  Past  Presidents,  having  served  to  the  end  of 
their  terms,  and  all  Sitting  Presidents,  in  addition  to  delegates 
elected. 

III. — Very  great  care  and  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
selection  of  Corps  officers.  To  be  an  efficient  Corps  President 
requires  activity,  enterprise,  a  study  of  ways  and  means  to  excite 
interest,  and  willingness  to  execute  same,  personal  notices  to 
members  of  Corps  meetings,  and  urgent  requests  to  attend 
same.  Now  all  this  means  many  self-sacrifices,  but  a  sufficient 
compensation  will  be  found,  by  the  truly  loyal  sister,  in  a  live 
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Corps. 

Selections  of  Secretary  by  the  President,  and  Treasurer  by 
the  Corps,  are  matters  of  importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  Corps. 

Sisters:  let  care,  wisdom  and  an  eye  single  to  prosperity  of 
the  Corps  characterize  selection  of  officers,  and  then  see  to  it 
that  they  receive  the  cooperation  they  are  entitled  to  from  you. 
Do  not  let  personal  favoritism,  prejudice,  nor  any  such  thing, 
enter  into  your  election. 

IV. — Installation  of  officers  must  take  place  at  first  regular 
meeting  in  January,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  pur- 
pose during  said  month. 

The  Installing  officer  shall  be  selected  by  the  newly  elected 
officers,  which  choice  must  be  reported  by  the  Corps  Secretary 
to  the  Department  Secretary  when  the  requisite  detail  will  be 
issued. 

Installation  may  be  public. 

We  very  heartily  recommend  joint  installations  with  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Sons  of  Veterans,  and  Ladies'  Aid 
Seciety.  The  mystic  tie  that  binds  these  Orders  together  will 
thus  be  strengthened,  and  a  new  interest  in  their  respective  ob- 
jects thereby  awakened. 

Expenses  of  installing  officers  must  be  borne  by  the  Corps. 

As  a  further  guide  in  this  matter  of  election  and  installation 
see  Articles  VI  and  VII,  Chap.  II,  and  Article  II,  Chap.  Ill,  of 
Rules  and  Regulations. 

V. — Two  Election  Return  blanks  will  be  sent  to  each  Corps 
in  due  time.  The  retiring  Secretary  must  fill  out  these  blanks 
and  the  retiring  President  must  make  the  certificate  to  their 
correctness,  endorsed  on  the  back,  and  then  deliver  same  to 
the  Installing  Officer.  After  the  installation  of  officers  the 
Installing  Officer  must  forward  form  L  of  the  election  returns 
to  Department  Secretary  Lulu  D.  Jones,  Norton,  and  form  U 
to  Department  Instituting  and  Installing  Officer  Mrs.  Julia 
McCarthy,  Larned.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Department 
Roster  for  next  year  will  be  compiled  from  these  election  re- 
turns, it  is  necessary  that  great  care  should  be  given  to  name 
and  address  of  the  new  officers,  especially  President  and  Secre-

tary,  also  time  of  meeting. 

Ou  the  8th  inst.,  the  Department  Auditing  Committee  met 
at  Manhattan  and  examined  the  files  of  the  Department  Treas- 
urer and  Secretary.  They  found  the  same  to  be  correct  and 
tallying  with  each  other  as  required. 

The  affairs  of  the  Department  are  in  a  healthy,  prosperous 
condition.  This  speaks  volumes  for  the  interest  and  coopera- 
tive work  in  our  Department  in  view  of  the  existence  of  the 
World's  Fair,  which  has  had  an  influence  to  distract  attention 
and  interest  from  other  affairs.  Hundreds  of  our  membership 
have  attended  this  mammoth  exhibition  of  National -characteris- 
tics and  respective  accomplishments,  thus  being  absent  from 
home  and  Corps  work  for  periods  covering  weeks  and  months. 
Perhaps  the  most  formidable  interference  to  our  progress  has 
been  and  is,  the  total  failure  of  crops  the  last  season,  the  in- 
fluence of  which  will  continue  to  be  felt  through  the  coming 
winter  and  spring.  The  loyal  struggles  made  by  many  Corps 
for  supremacy  over  these  hard  times  challenges  admiration.

I. — General  Orders  No.  3,  of  National  President,  containing 
decisions  of  last  National  Convention,  are  herewith  promulgated. 
They  should  be  carefully  studied. 

II. — Instead  of  receiving  two  forms  of  Election  Return 
Blanks  as  contemplated  in  paragraph  V  of  General  Orders  No. 
7,  we  have  received  but  one  form,  viz:  "L."  To  save  expense 
and  time  required  in  returning  half  the  forms  "L"  in  exchange 
for  form  "U,"  I  send  herewith  two  blanks  of  form  "L."  Please 
fill  these  blanks  as  per  instructions  found  in  said  paragraph  of 
General  Orders  No.  7,  sending  one  report  to  Department  I.  &  I. 
Officer  Julia  McCarthy,  Larned,  and  one  to  Department  Secreta- 
ry Lulu  D.  Jones,  Norton. 

III. —Quarterly  report  blanks  for  quarter  ending  December 
31,  1893,  are  herewith  enclosed.  Corps  Presidents  should  see 
that  these  blanks  are  correctly  filled  out  by  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Corps  in  December,  and 
then  immediately  mailed  (enclosing  the  per  capita  tax,  payable 
to  Evalyn  Bradford,  Concordia),  to  Lulu  D.  Jones,  Norton. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  a  marked  improvement  in  the  matter 
of  preparing  reports,  and  remitting  tax.  And  yet  there  is  en- 
tirely too  much  nonconformance  to  our  Rules  and  Regulations  in 
these  respects,  and  this  too  on  part  of  some  of  the  oldest  and 
best  informed  Corps. 

IV. — The  Tenth  Annual  Convention  of  this  Department 
will  be  held  in  Newton  on  the  20th,  21st  and  22nd  of  February, 
1894,  during  which  the  Department  Headquarters  will  be  at  the 
Santa  Fe  Depot  Hotel,  where  rates  of  $2.00  per  day  have  been 
arranged  for. 

A  rate  of  one  fare  for  the  round  trip  to  the  Convention  will 
be  given  from  all  railroad  points  in  Kansas. 

V. — A  typographical  omission  appears  in  paragraph  II  of 
General  Orders  No.  7,  which  gives  the  representation  of  Corps 
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as  one  delegate  and  one  alternate  for  every  35  members.  It 
should  have  stated,  further  and  one  for  the  final  fraction  over 
half  of  that  number. 

VI.  — For  two  years  past  a  copy  of  the  Journals  of  National 
Conventions  has  been  sent  direct  to  each  Corps  in  the  United 
States,  and  to  each  representative  in  National  Convention,  at  ex- 
pense of  the  National  Treasury.  But  the  National  President,  in 
her  commendable  desire  to  replenish  our  depleted  National 
Treasury,  is  asking  that  she  be  allowed  to  send,  in  bulk,  to  De- 
partment Headquarters,  the  Department's  quota  of  these  Jour- 
nals at  expense  of  the  National  Treasury,  to  be  distributed  there- 
from at  the  expense  of  the  Department. 

To  save  expenses  to  the  Department  I  will  have  these  Jour- 
nals sent  to  Newton,  to  be  there  given  out,  in  case  they  are  pub- 
lished in  time. 

Corps  not  represented  at  Convention,  and  National  repre- 
sentatives not  there  present  will  receive  the  Journal  through  the 
mail. 

VII. — Aides  on  Department  President's  staff  will  please 
make  a  report  of  their  work,  and  the  condition  of  Corps  in  their 
respective  jurisdictions,  to  the  Department  Chief  of  Staff,  Corilla 
Bridegroom,  Norton,  so  she  may  be  able  to  prepare  her  report 
for  Convention.  See  paragraph  VII  General  Orders  No.  II  re- 
garding your  work  and  duties. 

VIII. — In  cheerful  compliance  with  Decision  No.  50,  found 
in  General  Orders  No.  3,  of  National  President,  I  hereby  instruct 
each  Corps  President  in  this  Department  to  appoint  a  committee

I.— General  Orders  No.  4  of  the  National  President  are 
herewith  promulgated.  Your  careful  study  of  the  same  is  re- 
quested. 

II. — The  Tenth  Annual  Convention  of  this  Department  will 
be  held  at  the  M.  E.  church,  North  Main  St.,  Newton,  Kansas, 
on  Feb.  20,  21  and  22  next.  The  opening  session  will  com- 
mence promptly  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.  of  the  20th. 

III. — Headquarters  will  be  established  at  the  Arcade  Hotel 
where  the  President  will  be  pleased  to  see  all  sisters  attending 
the  Convention.  The  Auditing  Committee  will  meet  in  Room 
15  in  this  Hotel  on  Monday,  Feb.  19,  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.  All 
members  should  be  present. 

IV. — The  Department  Council  will  meet  in  above  named 
room  on  the  same  day  at  4  o'clock  p.  m. 

V. — An  informal  reception  will  be  held  by  the  Woman's  Re- 
lief Corps  in  the  parlors  of  the  hotel  on  Monday  evening,  Feb. 
19th.  All  Comrades,  Sons  of  Veterans,  members  of  the  Ladies' 
Aid  Society,  and  friends  to  our  Order  are  very  cordially  invited. 

VI. — All  representatives  in  the  Department  Convention 
must  have  their  credentials  from  their  respective  Corps.  Blanks 
for  same  are  herewith  enclosed.  Corps  Presidents  will  please 
see  that  they  are  properly  filled  out  and  given  to  those  entitled 
to  them. 

Representatives  to  Department  Convention  will  please  place 
their  credentials  in  the  hands  of  the  Department  Secretary,  who 
is  ex-ofhcio  Chairman  of  the  Credential  Committee,  immediately 
upon  their  arrival  at  Newton.  Prompt  compliance  with  this  re- 
quest will  expedite  the  work  of  this  committee. 

VII. — The  Reception  Committee  will  be  at  the  corner  of 
Fifth  and  Main  Streets  where  those  in  attendance  will  be  assign- 
ed to  places  for  rooms  and  boarding.     Hotel  charges  are   from 
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$1  to  $2  per  day  for  board  aud  lodging;  rooms  and  beds  25  to 
50  cents;  meals  25  to  50  cents. 

VIII. — The  Department  Treasurer  will  close  her  books  and 
accounts  ou  Feb.  10th  preparatory  to  making  her  report  tor  An- 
nual Convention. 

In  order  to  receive  prompt  attention  and  credit,  all  bills 
against  the  Department  must  be  presented,  all  accounts  due 
must  be  remitted,  and  all  supplies  wanted  must  be  ordered  be- 
fore that  date.  Orders  for  supplies  together  with  the  money  ac- 
companying same  will  be  held  intact  and  turned  over  to  the 
incoming  administration.  Not  being  able  to  fill  said  orders  of 
course  the  administration  will  not  be  entitled  to  the  credit  for 
the  money  so  long  as  the  orders  are  unfilled,  hence  the  above  in- 
dicated action. 

IX. — Corps  Presidents  are  requested  to  forward  at  once,  to 
the  Department  Secretary,  the  names  and  dates  of  all  members 
of  their  respective  Corps  who  have  died  during  the  year  of  this 
administration. 

X. — By  an  oversight  Corps  No.  110  at  McPherson  was 
omitted  from  the  list  of  Corps  expending  the  most  cash  for  re- 
lief during  the  third  quarter  of  1893.  They  made  the  generous 
expenditure  of  $27.07. 

XL — This  Department  has  responded  to  call  of  National 
President  for  aid  in  establishing  a  National  Relief  Fund,  with 
remittance  of  $15.00. 

XII. — We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  Corps  throughout  the 
Department  are  responding  so  liberally  to  the  call  from  the 
"Woman's  Relief  Corps  Home  Board."  In  this  work  we  are  ex- 
emplifying the  object  of  our  Order. 

X  III.—  The  "Roll  of  Honor"  for  the  fourth  quarter  of  L893 
is  as  follows:  Corps  Nos.  2.

XIV.-  Corps  not  vet  having  sent  in  Election  Returns,  will 
please  do  so  at  once.     Tardiness  in  this  respect  embarasses  the 
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preparation  of  the  Roster  for  18U4.

We  have  thanked  them  in 
person  for  these  favors  and  hereby  in  behalf  of  the  Department 
extend  to  them  heartfelt  thanks  and  appreciations  for  the  same. 

XVI. — Now,  as  the  exciting  period  of  Election  and  Installa- 
tion of  Corps  Officers  is  past  it  is  hoped  that  the  Department 
will  settle  down  to  determined  efforts  to  make  this  the  most 
prosperous  year  the  Department  has  known.

And  in  behalf  of 
Department  Treasurer,  and  Secretary  thanks  are  hereby  returned 
for  coruteous,  helpful  treatment  so  cheerfully  given  them  by 
Corps.  In  this  farewell  Order  I  wish  for  the  Sunflower  De- 
partment continuous  growth,  prosperity  and  harmony.  May  we 
always  entertain  a  due  appreciation  for  the  privileges  of  doing 
the  good  which  our  beloved  Order  affords.
